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iHERE being fo many Miftakes 
daily made ia the Performance 
of the ordinary Service of our 
Church, notwithftanding its Ru- 
brick was fo carefully drawn up, 
and diftinguifh'd by a red Charafter (and 
therefore fo call'd) as it is ftill printed, in a 
different one, as a likely Provifion to prevent 
them; 

It may not be altogether unferyiceable, fo 
to point them out, that the ftri<3:eft Otsjfcirvers 
A a ^ 
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q£;Jfi5 0itti£tions, may foon be convinced, how 
unhowiingly and cuftpmarily they have been 
led on, to aft exprefly againft its Rules and 
Ihteations. 

The late Reverend Author, of Decency and 
Ordery in publick Worjhip^ h^is but top juftly 
taken Notice, in Serm. 3, 

" That it w^'ould make the Heart fick, to 
*^ behold that Eteadncfs in Devotion ; that In^ 
^^ decency in Gefture, which prevail every 
" where, and which in moft Places, are the 
*' EfFefts of downright Ignorance: Even in 
** Cities, and Towns, amongft the People of 
" better 'Capacities, many Miftakes and grois 
♦^ Improprieties are found j; which if they 
" were thoroughly informed of, he is per- 
^* fuaded, that they would, with Thankfulnels. 
*^ and Delight, acknowledge and cprred 
"^* them/* 

As it is highly improper for an officiating 
Perfon, to be always informing his Congrega- 
tion, of thefe manifold ^Efcapess it has been 
rfeem'd more advifeable to place them in fuch 
plain and particular Views, that they may foon 
'be direfted how to behave thro' all its Offices; 
>s they are there, moft judicioufly and orderly 
jnjoin'd, whenever they can be^ aitm4 ^9 P^^- 
ufal pf -them.

That which makes, and denominates our 
^Liturgy, .traly and properly, a Book of €om-^ 
mn Prayer, is, that it was compiled and en- 
join'd by publick Authority, as the joint Ad-, 
drefles of a whole Congregation, .fending up 
their Devotions, widi united Hearts and u^ 
feSionSj to the lloroneoi Grace. 

The Word- Common, . is the fanae as.publidc 
Common, or publick Supplications, are oppofed 
^ frivate opes, in .the Prayer, afcrib'd .to St. 
^bry/bjlom : Where i? meant, our having by 
;Cod's Grace and Favour, addreflcd ourfclvjs 
^nto him, in .the publick Service of .the 
*0iurch. 

It is likewxfe Common^ to all People, :;an.4 
uttcr'd by the common Voice of the whole 
.Church, which does in feveral Places, at the 
fame Time, and in xhtfame Words, ofler un- 
to God its bounden Service; that the Unity o£ 
the myftical Body of Chrift, ihould be Ri- 
fled by this Uniformity znA Agreement J in pub- 
Hck Prayer; glorifying God with onfi Miod]^ 
and pne Mouth ; which is £iid to be b ^^ 
^V<filim witji pur Almighty Creator,

daily to be /aid and us'd throughout the Tear. 

The natural Carlefuefs and Inattention^ in 
the great Bujinefs of Religiony makes it high- 
ly neceflary, that there (hould be ^^/^^ Times, 
£onJlajttly and regularly returning^ fpr the JS-v- 
trcijes of reUgious Worfhip ; which otlierwife, 
would be in great Danger of being very Jel- 
dom ferfornfdy if not entirely laid afide. For 
which Rcafon, the Church ha^ ipeotion'd, in 
concerning the Service of it. 

That all Priefts and.Deacons are to fay daily 
the Morning and Evening Prayer, fSc. as 'tis 
agreeable to divine Canon, in the Delivery of 
God*s own Law. New this is that which thou 
(halt offer upon the Altar-, two Lambs of the 
frf year, day by day continually, ^e one Lamb 
thou Jhalt offer in the Mornhig, and the other 
Lamb thou Jhalt offer at Even, Exodxxh.

jind thou Jhalt fay unto them, ^is is the 

Offering made by Fire, which ye Jball offer un- 
to the Lord : Two Lambs of thefrji Tear^ with- 
out fpoty Day by Day, for a continual Burnt-of- 
fering. The one Lamb Jhalt thou offer in the 
Morning, and the other Lamb thou Jhalt offer at 
Even, TSlumb. xxviii.

^he fame Command is there from St. Paul^ 
Colof. iv. 2. Continue in Prayer and watch in 
the fame with T^hankfgiving. i. e. Have your 
daily ^ conjiant Hours of Prayer ; and ukallDi^ 
ligence^ to have your Hearts intent upon that 
Performance; and with Petitions, for fupply 
of your Wants, join your thankful Acknow-^ 
ledgments for what ye have received. 

The Morning and Evening Prayer fliall be 
us'd in the accuftom'd Place of the Churchy 
Chapel, or Chancel. 

The Word Church, from the Derivation of 
it^ fignifies the Lord's Houjky i. e. a Place fet a- 
part for Chriftian Service, and anfwers to the 
Synagogues of the Jews. 

And the Chancels fliall remain as they have 
done in Times paft. 

Chancels were Jo calFd, as they were fe- 
parated from the Church, by Cancelliy i. e. a 
Sort of Rails, or Lattice- Work, that were pla- 
ced about the Courts of Judicature, in the Ro- 
man Government. 

The general Way of late has been, to lay 
our Churches quite open to the Communion- 
Table; that what is ufually call'd the Second 
Service^ may be read there, whether there is 
iixiy Communion, or no. 4^xA 



. Arid htrt is to be noted,, that fuck Orha^ 
iiicn^ of the Church, and of the Miniftcrs 
thereof, at all Times of their Miniftration, fhaJl 
Be retain'd, and be in Ufe, as were* in this 
Church of Englandy by the Authority of Par- 
liament, in the Second Year of the Reign of 
Edward Yl. viz. 

That in the faying or finging of Mattehs, 
or Evening-Song, Baptizing, or Burying, the 
Miniilcr in Parifh Churches, or Chapels- an- 
nexed to the fame, fhall ufe a Surplice. 

And in all Cathedral Churches andi Colleges 5 
Archdeacons, Deans, Provofts; Mafters, Pre* 
bendaries and Fellows, being Graduates, may 
u^ in the Choir, befides their Surplices^ fiich 
Hoods, ds pertain to their Jk)eral Degrees^ which 
they have holden or taken in any Univerfify mth^ 
in this Realm. 

But Jn other Places^ every Minifter fhall be 
at liberty, to ufe any SurplicCj or no. 

It ii5 alfo fcendy, that Graduates, when they 
do preach, (hould ufe fuch Hoods as appertain 
to thdr Jeveral Degrees. 

And whenfoever the BijEhop fhall celebrate 
the Holy Communion in the Church, or exe- 
cute any other pubiick Adminiflration ; be fliall 
have upon him, bdidc^ hi^ Rovhete, {R^ie is a 
Robe of black' Satin j • which is now WOra over 
Hit Chkierey whicfc Chimera i& a* L^tvn Gar- 
ment 
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metit with clofe Sleeves) a Surplice or Alb, and 
a Cope or Veftment, /." e. a Prieft's Veftmenty 
with a Clafp before, and hanging down from 
the Shoulders, without Sleeves 3 a Sort of Mantle 
made very rich by Embroidery : And alfb, his 
Paftoral-StafF in his Hand, or clfe born or holden 
by his Chaplains. 

The Paftoral-StafF is made in the Shape of 
a Shepherd's Crook; to denote, that the Biftiop 
IS a Shepherd over the Flock of Chrift. 

Upon the Day, and at the Time appointed' 
for the Miniftration of the Holy Communion ; 
the Prieft that fhall execute the Holy Minif- 
tty, fhall put upon him the Vefture appointed 
for that Miniftration } that is to fay, a white 
j4li plain, with k Veftment or Cope. 

An [Al3y is very little different from our 
modern Surplices; it being a long, plain, white 
linen Garment, but made fit and clofe to the 
Body, like a Caflbck tied round the Middle 
with a Girdle or Safti, and clbfe-fleev'd, to pre- 
vent any Hindrance in the Confecration, or 
Delivery of the Elements. 

And whei-e there be many Priefts or Dea- 
cons, there fo many ftiall be ready to help 
the Prieft in the Miniftration, as ftiall be re-- 
iquifite, and ftiall have upon them likewife, the 
Veftures appointed for their Miniftiy ; that is 
to fay, jill^es with Tunicles.

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Which Tuniclc, is a Silk Sky- coloured Coat^ 
without Sleeves, made in the Shape of a Cope. 

Thefe Ornaments of the Church and Minif-* 
tcrs, were alterable by a fpecial Claufe, at tlie 
latter End of the Adt of Uniformity, 1"^° EHz. 

Provided ahvaySy and be it enaSted^ That fuch 
Ornaments of the Church, and of the Mini- 
fters thereof, (hall be rctain'd and be in ufe, 
ias were in this Church of England^ by the Au- 
thority of Parliament, in the Second oi Edward 
VI. until other Order (ball be therein taken, 
by Authority of the Queen's Majefty, with the 
Axlvice of her Commiflioners appointed and au- 
thorized, under the great Seal of England, for 
Caufes Ecclefiaftical, or of the Metropolitan of 
this Realm. And alfo, that if there fliaJOi happen, 
any Contempt or Irreverence, to beus'd in the 
Ceremonies or Rites of the Church, by the 
mifufing of the Orders appointed in this Book; 
the Queen's Majefty may, by the like Advice 
of the faid Commiffioners, or Metropolitan, or- 
dain and publifh fuch further Ceremonies or 
Rites, as may be moft for the Advancement 
of God's Glory, the Edifying of his Church, 
and the due Reverence of Chrift's Holy Myfte^ 
ries and Sacraments. 

Suph an Order was accordingly taken by the 
Queen, 1564, Her Articles being fct forth in 

the 
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the yth of her ReigA: She, with the Advice 
of her Scclefiaftical Commiflioners, particu- 
larly the then Metropolitan, Dr. Matthew 
Parker y publiftiing thefe following Dire<3:ions. 

Item^ In the Miniftration of the Holy Com-> 
munion, in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, 
the principal Minifter (hall wear a Cope, with 
Golpeler and Epiftoler agreeably ; and at all o^ 
ther Prayers, to be faid at the Communion 
Table, to ufe no Copes but Surplices. 

Item^ That the Dean and Prebendaries weai: 
a Surplice, with a Silk Hood, in the Choir \ 
and when they preach, to wear their Hoods. 

Item^ That every Minifter faying any publick 
Prayers ; or miniftring the Sacraments, or o^ 
ther Rites of the Church, fhall wear a comely 
Surplice, with Sleeves, to be provided at the 
Charge of the Parifh. 

Thefe are authentick Limitations, to all fbch 
Ornaments, as were in ufe in 2 Edw. But there 
are no Copes worn at prefent, in any Cathe- 
dral or Collegiate Church, in the Miniftration 
of the Holy Communion, except in the 
Churches of WeJimiHjier and tyurbam. Not- 
withftanding, the 24th Canon likewife orders, 
that in alt Cathedral and Collegiate Churches^ 
the Holy Communion fliall be adminifter'd, 
upon principd Feaft-Days, fometimes by the 
Bifliop, if he be prefent, aiid fometimes by the 
B 2 \^^Wl\ 
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peanj ^nd at fometimes by a Ginon, oi^ 
Prebendary i the principal Minifter ufing a ^-r 
fent CopCy and being aflifted with the QoCr 
peler and Epiftoler agreeably, according to th^ 
Advertifements publiih'd Anno 7 Eliz. 

The 17th Canon further ordains, that all 
Matters, &c. and fuch as are Gradi^ateSy 
jhall agreeably iveqr with their Surplices fuch 
Hoods as ^ofeverally appertain unto their De- 
grees. 

Canon 25. Such Ifoods as are agreeable to 
their Degrees. 

Canon 34. Except he be either of one of the 
Vnivcrfities of this Realm \ and "has takcn^me 
Degree of School in either of the/aid Univer-r 
fities. 

Canon ^i. i. e. Who (hall have taken the 
Degree of a Majler of Arts at the kaft^ in one 
qf the Univerfities of this Realm. 

Canon 58. Furthermore, fuch Minifters, as 
are Graduates fhall wear upon their Surplices at 
fuch I'imeSy fuch Hoods, as by the Orders of the 
Univer/ities, are agreeable to their Degrees, which 
no Minijier fhall wear (being no Graduate) 
under ?ain of Sulpenfion. If the wearing of 
^ proper Hood was not thus required by the 
Canon, yet it would (hew very little RefpeB to 
fuch Degrees, if any officiating Perfon, efpecially 
in Choirs, fhould ever be feen without them. 

^ It 
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It cannot very well be expe<Jted, that Httk 
Pariflies ftiould be ready to furnifli but Hoods, 
for every Degree : However the Minifter, who 
conjiantly officiates, ftiould not fail of putting 
one on, according to his own. Andi in great 
Cures, where Perfons of different Degrees fre- 
quently officiate, there ought to be Hoods pro- 
vided for all Occafions. 

In abundance of old Churches, there is no 
Convenience of a Veftry, or Veftiary, /. e. . an 
Apartm<?nt joining to it, where the Prieft's Veft- 
ments and Holy Utenfils are kept ; and where 
all Parifti Bufinefs (hould be debated and exe- 
cuted : It would lave a great deal of Squabiing 
at the Communion Table, where not a few 
idle vjrarm Difputes, are but too apt to arife. 
It is likewife more convenient, for the Surplice 
and Hood, to be put on and off there, rather 
than in a reading Desk j but if a Veftry be 
wanting, 'tis, lefs Trouble, as well as more de- 
cent, to put them on and off, in the Chancel and 
not in the Pew. 

At the Beginning of Morning Prayer, the 
Minifter fljall read with a loud Voice, fome one 
or more of thefe Sentences of the Scriptures, 
that follow. And then he fliall fay that which 
ig written after the iaid Sentences. 

There is no Time could conveniently be 
:&xed here, when the Services fhould be^ia^

but be that as it will, whenever it is oncefet" 
(ledy let the Minifter, be fure, keep fo exaSlfy 
to it, that the Parifh may not have the leaft 
Reafon to complain of any Uncertainty about it. 

There are, ala^! but too many to be met 
with, in moft Parilhes, that feldom fail of com- 
ing in, till after the general Confeffion : But 
were not thefe, to the Dijiurbance of the reft of 
the Congregation, brought into the Negledt of 
{o principal a Part of their Duty^ by their 
having been forced tp wait longer than the 
vjual TUmCy upon fime jpecial Requeji or other ? 

Whereas, if every officiating Perfon would 
hntJlriSlly keep to the T'ime appointed^ fuch who 
had lefs while to fpare^^ woul4 niore likely be 
at the Beginning of the Service, than others, 
who {hould let them better Examples. 

As there is but tpo much Reafon for thefe 
Obfervatipns, w^ can the more fatisfadtorily 
mention Jbme very recommendable oms of Per-- 
JbnSy who have been moji defervedly promoted to 
the highefi Offices in the^ Law ; one of them to 
ihe very higheft of ally apd the other to the 
very next to it : Who, though they live at the 
greatejl Dijiance from the Churchy yet never fail 
of being there before the ufual T!ime ; whilft 
others are feen dropping in late^ for all they 
live very nearly tp k, ^ 

Before. 
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Before we enter upon our publick Players, 
or expedt that the Almighty fhould hear us 
peaking to him\ our Church has reajhnably 
ordered, firft, to hear him^ fpeaking to uSy ia 
Juch Sentences, as will encourage and incite us, 
to a due Performance of the refi of our I>uty. 

After the Minifler has therefore ffcaid fuch. 
a difcretionary while, 'till the Noife of the 
People's coming in, and the Clattering of the 
Pew-Doors are pretty well over ; and the Con- 
gregation ready for the Difcharge of it, he 
Ih^ll begin, and ufe one or more of thefe Sen- 
tences, as he (hall judge moft proper for the 
Sealbn. 

The 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 7th, 8di, and 9th, are 
fo, for the Ember Weeks ; for Leitt ; for the 
Rogation Days, or other Days of Failing or 
Abftinence ; as they were JeleSied to bring Sin- 
ners to Repentance : We may learn thence too, 
that the Kingdom of Chriji is fet up in our 
Hearts ; and meet there^ with Acceptance for 
the Contrite; and Encouragement for the Sor- 
rowful. And any of the others^ at other Seafons, 
as fball feem moft meet to him. 

The firft of all, is a very conifortable^ In- 
ftmdion to the Ignorant ;.and: the reft of them, 
we find yielding Pardon and Foi^ivends to the 
Rebellious and Difobedient: Setting forth ta 
us, that we all ftand in need of a mercifiil 



(Corredion J and that a franlc Acknowledg- 
ment of oiir Vileneis and Difobedience, is re-' 
quired from us, as the moft certain Means to 
cleanfe us from all Unrighteoufiiefs. 

It is expreffed too, that he (hall lay them 
with a loud Voices /. e. with a clear, diftinfl:/ 
and audible one : The Word, loud, not figni- 
fying there, that it ftiould be any way ftrain'd; 
or kept up beyond its Strength, but that it 
ihould be raijed and adapted tojucb an extend- 
ed £/wj//o«, above the ordinary Gourfe of Read- 
ing, as he fhall feel to be moft agreeable to 
himfelf\ in order to make it the more edifying 
to his Congregation. 

In the Common Frayer Book^ printed in the 
Year 1660, the Rubrick^ before the I'e Deum, 
runs thus : And to the End that People may 
the better hear, in fuch Places where they do 
fmg, there {hall the Lefons be fung in a plaiH 
lune, after the Manner of diJiinSl Reading- and 
likewife the Epijile and GoJpeU By fiich a me- 
lodious, even, tuneable Performtoce, every Word 
meets with its due proper Sound ; as fuch a live- 
ly Method is found too^ of greater Force, irt 
exciting the People to a Fervor ^ and keeping iip 
their Spirits to their height of Devotion^ as 
having en^ery Advantage of exerting itfelf, much 
bcycMHl xh& plain Manner of common Reading. ^■

^be able to Jing in piano cantu j and at Corpus-- 
Cbrifii-Collegey they are ftill tried fo to do. 

The Sentences^ the Exhortation^ and the Ab^ 
folution^ which are diredted and fpoken to the 
Pebple^ ftiould be uttered differently from that, 
which becomes the ConfeJJiony the Lord's Prayer^ 
/and thofe other Parts of the Liturgy, which 
ate diriBiSted and ipoken to Gdd. The fame 
Cadence is not to be ufed, thro' xk(^ tFhok 
Gonfeffion^, Yxc^vSeJime Parte of it are far from 
being a full and complete Sentence : Thofe 
^Sierefbrewhic3i are not, fhould be read with

How indecent as well as abfurd is it then,, 
for any one to repeat it after the Minifterj 
and yet how many are there, that are guilty 
of fuch a Pra&icey to h\s.

If they are in Senfe and Virtue, the lame in 
all thefe Forms ; and are efFedual to the Peni- 
tent, by Virtue of that Commiffion, our Church 
has yet undoubtedly kept clofer to it, in the 
latter End of its Abfolution, in the Vifitation 
of the Sick : And hy bis Authority committed 
to me^ i. e. by the Authority of the Bilhop, 
with Impofition of Hands, I abfolve thee from 
all thy Sins^ in the Name of the Father^ and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghoji. 

T^e Form and Manner of ordering cfPrieJis, 

Receive the Holy Ghojifor the Office and Work 
of XI Prieft in the Church of Gody now commit-- 
ted unto thee by the Impofition of our Hands : 
Whoje Sins thou doft forgive ^ they are forgiven^

Tho' feveral have declared themfelves to think 
differently, upon this Kubrick^ from diefe Au- 
thors r and are of Opinion, that the Words of 
it were never intended, as a Prohibition to the 
Deacons pronouncing this declaratory Form;; 
and that there feems to be as much a Form of 
Ab£>lution, in the Prayer that may be iaidaftet

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any of the former, before the general Thanks- 
giving, or in the CoUedl for the firft Day of 
Lent, or for the twenty fourth Sunday after 
Trinity y as here; yet all muft agree, that a 
Deacon has not the leaft Authority, for taking 
a CoUedl out of the Office for Ajh^wednefdaj, 
and reading that, inftead of it. 
• T^he People pall anjwer bere^ and at the End 
of all other Prayers, Amen. 

Which is an Hebrew Word, of affirming, 
and ordinarily us'd by the People, by way of 
Aflent to the Requefts, that are put up for 
them. 

There is not the fame Meaning of it, in 
Exhortations, Abfolutions, and Creeds, as there 
is in our CoUedts and Prayers. In the latter, 
'tis addrefs'd to God, as. This is our Delire, or, 
So be it : But, in the former, *tis addrefs*d to the 
Prieft, as. This is our Senfe and Meaning, or, 
We entirely affent to and approve of what has 
been faid. 

In like Manner do we find it in the Book 
of Deuteronomy y where, to all the BenediSlions 
which were given, for keeping of the Law, 
and all the Curjes, which were threatened, for 
the Violation of it, the People in token of their 
agreeing with thofe Terms, cried out. Amen. 

In Ibme Places, the Minifter is not to ftop, 
and leave it for the People, but to fay it, as 

weH 
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well as the Congregation; as, at the End of 
the firft general Confeffion, the Creeds, and the 
Lord's Prayers; except in the Confirmation and 
Commination Offices; there, they are printed 
in a different Character, and there the Minif- 
ter is not to go fo far, but to leave it as an An-i 
fwer, to be made by the People, 
. By Ji4ch Jolemn Acclamations^ every one is ^x- 
peSied^ not ^ofuffer his thoughts to be wandring^ 
but to be godlily attentive to every Part, of 
that^ to which he fo readily fubjoins, an^ Amen. 

TChen the Mitiijler Jloall kneel^ and Jay the 
Lord's Prayer with an audible Voice ; the People 
alfo kneeling^ and repeating it with him^ both 
here, and wherejbever elje it is ujed in Divine 
Service. 

The Sentences are read with a loud Voice, 
the ConfelTion is made with an humble one, 
and this is faid with an audible one. It Icems, 
therefore, that the Abfolution was dcfign'd to 
be read in a different ontfrom any of them. 

. Repeating it with him^ both here^ and where^ 
ever elje it is ujed in Divine Service^ is fixch a 
general Order, that it might be imagin'd, that 
there would be no Occaiion for any further 
Diredion ; but yet we find, that there is, in 
feveral Places ; as, after the Apoflles Creed: Then 
the Minifter, Clerk, and People, fhall fay the- 
itfCn/'s Prayer^ with a loud Voice; After the 
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Abfolution, in the Evening Service, after the 
Creed again, in the Litany^ and in the Com^ 
municn Service. 

• But it Mrill be moft proper to obfervc, how 
it is exprefs'd tbere^ in the Beginning of the 
Service itfelf. In publick Baptifin, after tlw 
Reception of the Child into the Church, *tis 
only thus: ^en jhall the Prieji fayi and after 
that, Tlenjhall be /aid -- all kneeling -y likewife 
in Confirmation, and (all kneeling down) the 
Bijhop Jloall add the Lord's Prayer ^ with th^ 
Prayers after it. The fame may be obferved 
in the Form of Solemnization of Matrimony ; 
in the Order for the Vifitation of the Sick; 
in the Order of the Burial of the Dead ; and 
in the Thankfgiving of Women after Child^ 
birth. 

But in the Commination, the Priefts and 
Clerks, are to fay the Pfalm; and, the Lord's, 
Prayer having no Direction before it, thi^fame 
Order ferves for that too. 

Wherever the People, then, are ordered to 
repeat it withj or after the Minifter, there it 
Ihould, by np means, be negleSied^ by a carelefs 
Silence. But in thofe Places, where it is not 
fo appointed, the Minifter Jhould not be join'4 
by them, any more, than he ftiould be, when 
^le lays it before an Homily or Sermon^ 

Then 
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Then Hkewife he ftiall fay what are called 
the Rejponfals^ from the People's being obliged 
to anfwer. And, here, all ftanding up, the 
Prieft (hall %, Glory be, &c. 

Here ftiould be likewife fome Time allowed 
before it is £tid. 

lt)en, pall be fat d, or fung the Pf aim follow^ 
ingy except on Eafter Day, upon wbichy another 
Anthem is appointed y and on the nineteenth Day 
of every Month , it is not to be read here^ 
but in the ordinary Courfe of the Pfalms. 

This Anthem or Hymn, from the Matter 
of it, is very proper to fir up the AffeSlions of 
the whole Congregation, and is called the In- 
vitatory one, it being a chearful Invitation to 
the devout fitting forth the Praijes of God. 

This Hymn, with the Pfalms, are divided 
betweeh the Minifter and People, whp are made 
to bear a Share in fo many Places, that their 
Thoughts might be more quickened, and their 
Intentions more fully engaged in them. , : : ^ 

This Method is as ancient, as th'e^ Tiitie of 
Mofes, who in Exod. composed a Hymn of 
Praifc, upon the Deliverance of the Children 
of Ifr-ajel from the Egyptians, and had it fung 
alternately, by himfelf and the Men, firft; 
^erwards by Miri^im and the Women, 
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' We read alfo in the Book of Ezra^ that, 
when the Builders laid the Foundation of thq 
Temple of the Lord, they let the Priefts in 
their Apparel with Trumpets; and the Levites 
the Sons of Afaphy with Cymbals ; to praife 
the Lord, after the Ordinance oi David King of 
][lraeL And they fung together by Courfe^ in 
praifing and giving Thanks to the Lord ; becauje^ 
ke is goody for his mercy enduretbfor ever^ to^ 
nvards IfraeL 

T^hen jhall follow the Pfalms in order as they 
are appointed^ and at the End of every PJalniy 
throughout the Tear^ and likewifey at the End 
g/*Benedicitc, Benedidus, Magnificat, and Nunc 
dimittis, Jhall he repeated^ Glory be to the Fa- 
ther — 

Thefe Hymns, with the "Te Deum^ and Creed, 
are fo called, becaufe in the Latins they be- 
gin with thofe Words. 

There is no Mention made of the t)ay 
of the Months, or the Plalms being to be 
named. And tho* it may be as well required, 
that the Sundays after the Epiphany ^ or in 
Lenty or, after T'rinityy fhould be fo ; yet, fince 
it has been cuftomary, for the Minifter, to do 
fc> his not doing it has been reckoned to be 
(Omitting Part of his Duty 5 few confidering, 
when the Venite comes to be read, in the 9rdi- 
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nary Courfe of the Pfelms, that the Congre-^ 
gation very readily go on with the 96th. 

As it is fo primitive, and ufcfiil an Order, 
to hive the Pfalms thus fead^ and as this 
Pfalter is an entire Body of Devotion, having 
different Forms, to exercife feveral Graces, by 
Way of internal Aft, and Ipiritual Intention, 
containing in it, Confeffions, Tliankfgivings, 
Prayers, Praifes, and Interceffions ; let every 
one be fure to do it Jianding; fitting being only 
allowed, whilft the Lejfons, or the Epijile is 
reading. 

But now (as well as when they, arefung) every 
Member is Ailually imployed\ which makes it 
very indecent to fit down, and ftand up at the 
Gioria Patri^ as the Manner of fome is. We 
are not fo much to wonder at the Generality 
of Vto^Xz^Jitting down at the Singing of Pfalfns,. 
when Minijlers themfehes^ for the moft Part, 
can be feen to fet them no beter Examples. 

T^henfiall be read diJiinSily^ with an^ audible 
Foice, the Jirfi Leffbn^ taken out of the Old. 
Teftament, as appomted in the Kalendar {except 
there be proper Lejfons affign'd for that. Day), 
he that readeth^ fo Jlandingy and turning himfelf 
as he may be befi heard of alifuch as areprefent. 

Having been thus intent about Prayers and 
Praifes, hereupon has the Church interpbfed; 
Lcflbns to be read; that by fuch an inftruc- 
2 ^^^\ 
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ting Relief, we may become more fidy diipoied 
to go on with the reft of our Duty, 

Thus we find in the A&s of the ApofUes, 
Cbap. xiii. 13. That when Paul and his Com- 
pany departed fi-om Pergay they came to Au- 
tiocby and went into the Synagogue on the 
Sabbath Day, and fat down; and after reading 
tbe Law and tbe Propbets^ ibid. ver. 27. For 
tbey tbat dwell at Jerufalem, and tbeir Rulers, 
becaufe tbey krtenv bim not, nor yet tbe Voices of 
/i&^ Prophets, which are read every Sabbath Day. 
Ibid. ver. 42. Atd wben tbe Jews were gone out 
of tbe Synagogue, tbe Gentiles bejbugbt, tbat thefe 
Words might be preached to them the next Sab^ 
bjatb. Ibid. ver. 44. And tbe next Sabbath Day 
came almojl tbe whole City together to hear the 
Word of God. And thus again, in St. Luke iv. 
Jefus went into tbe Synagogue on tbe Sabbath Day,. 
and Hood up for to read; and there was delivered 
to bim the Book of the Prophet Ifaiab. 

Note, that before every Leflbn the Minifter 
fhall fay, Here beginneth fuch a Chapter, or 
Verfe of fuch a Chapter, of fuch a Book : And 
after every Leflbn, Here ended the firft or 
fecond Leflbn; and not. The firft Leflbn ap- 
pointed for this Morning Service ; or. Here 
endeth fuch a Chapter. The Intent of the 
Minifter's naming the Leflbns ieems to be, • that 

any 
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Any ftf the Congregation may look them out 
and go on with him* 

Proper Lejfom to be read^ tU Morning and 
Evening Prayer ^ on the Sundays^ and other Ho^ 
lidays throughout the Tear. 

LeJJonsproper for Sundays. 

Leffom proper for Holidays. 

There is nothing of a Diredion here, for 
the Choice of a Lcflbn, when a Holiday falls 
upon a Sunday. ^ 

When the Feaft Day falls upon a Sunday, 
it was ordered, in the Service of Sarum^ that 
the Sunday Service ihould give way to the 
proper Service, ordained for the Feftival, ex- 
cept ibme peculiar Sunday only^ and th^n the 
one, or the other, was transferred to ibme 
Day of the Week following. This Service was 
{o well approved of, that it came to be uied by 
moil of the Churches in the Realms an4 was 
a Pattern fallowed by many other Churched 
abroad; jfrom whence proceeded the common 
Sayings oi fecundum ufum Sarum. 

The Ruiricky before the firfl Sunday in jid- 
venty runs thus. 

Note,. That the Colleift, appointed for every 
Sunday or for zxkj Holiday, that has a Vigily 
or Evty £hall be faid, ^t the Evening Service 
next before, 
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The Note, after the Tabic of the Vigils, an^ 
Fafts, and Days of Abftincnce, lays, that if 
any of thcfe Feaft Days fall upon a Monday, 
then the Vigil or Fajl (hall be kept upon die 
Saturday and not upon the Sunday next before^ 
The Reafon of this is, becaufe all Sundays in 
the Year are to be obferved as Feafts, they 
being Days of Joy, from our Saviour's Refiir- 
reftion upon that Day, and therefore appointed, 
as moft folemn Days of publick Worfliip. 

There are fome that have thought, that this 
Rubrkky before Advent ^ had fuch a Relation to 
the Table of Vigils or Fafts 5 that they have 
been heard to ufe the Holiday CoUedt, that has 
a Vigil or Eve, upon the Saturdayj v^henever 
the Feaft Day fell upon the Monday^ 

Notvsrithftanding which, the moft natural 
and proper Meaning of the Evening Service 
next before, feems to be, that the Vigil CoIIeSi 
(hould be faid the Evening immediately precede 
ing the Holiday^ tho' the Vigil or Faft fhall 
be kept upon the Saturday : For, if it is read 
upbn the Saturday, the Sunday Colled:, Mrhich 
by th^fame Order, is to htfaid on the Satur-^ 
day^ muft of Gourfe be omitted; two of them 
being not to be read, -wixhoxxtjpecial Appointment. ' 

If then the Vigil CoUedt is to be faid upon 
the Sunday, as the Evening Service, next before^ 
why may not the Holiday itfelf^ that falls upon 
a Sunday^ take place of it too? WVve^u 
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When Chriilmas Day falls upon a Saturday 
(as it did in 1736,) the CoUedt, Epiftlc and 
Goipel feu: St. Stephen's Day follows of Courfe, 
and no Notice is taken of the Sunday after 
Chriftmas Day j the CoUedl for Chriftmas Day 
(the iame with the Sunday after Chriftmas) is to 
be faid continually unto New Year's Eve. The 
firft Leflbns out of Ecckfiajie) are made to fol- 
low each other, and we there find the fccond 
Lefibn too. 

When Chriftmas Day happens upon a Sun- 
day, the Sunday after Chriftmas Day is omit- 
ted, and the Circumcifion of Cbriji takes place i 
zndthc Jame ColleSi^ Epijile and Gojpel [hall ferve 
for every Day unto the Epiphany. 

You may remember, good People, fays St. 
Augujlin^ that I was expounding the Gofpel 
of St. John to you, as it was read, in Courfe, 
in the Leflbns : But now, a very folemn Fefti- 
val interpofes, for which there are particular 
Leflbns, appointed to be ufcd, every Year, as 
it returns, and upon which the other Common 
Leflbns muft not be ufed ; therefore, tho* I will 
not perfectly omit, or lay afide, my defigned 
Expofition upon that Gofpel, yet I muft for 
fome Time intermit it ♦.

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An Ordinary Sunday then may give waj to 
a Holiday -, all Saints Days, to imfd our Ijoris 
Fejifvals'y and a i^ Fcftival, to a greater.

that Holiday ftiall hai^)en to fall upon jUvent

The Rubrick fer the 29tb of May obfervet 
fiirther, that if this Day ihall happen to be 
Aicenfion Day or Whitfiinday, the Cotteds of 
this QfHce are to be add^ to the Offices of 
thofe proper Feftivals in their proper Places, azid 
the reft of that Office ibalt be omitted 

But then if a Holiday ibould take place of 
the Suisday, am Apocryphal Le^Ebn is made uie 
of, be&^ a Canonical one. 

As Bfithing, 2& was befove observed, n £ucE». 
s to die Choice of lA&m^ when, a Hdidajr 
&lkafMya a Siniddy ^ kmt theie be, that tead 
the Sunday ones, when the others are not 
Canonical. 

Other? tbene am, that jndge liioic, a& moil 
prc^r ta be takmy that h«?e beoi ieledted 
for tliff Holidays, as they are moft fuitably and

pafticularly adapted to them; as upon Innor 
cents and all Saints Days (upon the Convcr- 
fion of St. Paulj that whole fublimc Chap- 
ter out of Wifdoniy is appointed to be read; 
whereas Part of it is only ordered, for all 
Saints Days) tho* they be apocryphal. 

It may be obferved too, that the Hc^daj 
Leflbns are placed in the great Old Bible in tk 
Room of the Chapiers of the Day they bappm 
npon^ as well as amongft the Hdidays, tho' 
they are not Canonical It might be likewife 
thought not fo very proper, when St. Philip 
and St. James fall upon a Sunday, that d^ 
Second proper Leflbn (hould be ufed for the 
Holiday, and the Firft appointed for it, ihould, 
becaufe it is Apocryphal, give place to the 
Sunday Leflbn. 

In, Concerning the Service of the Churdh^ 
we read; And nothing is ordained to be 
read here, but the very pure Word of God, 
or that which is agreeable to the fame, /. e. 
thofc Books, which our Church does elfe- 
where (Art. 6.) declare that {he does ufe them 
for Example of Life and InJiruSlion of Manner s^ 
but yet docs hot apply them to eflablifh any 
Doftrine. 

Neither is there any Provifion made for a 
firft Leflbn, on the 27th Sunday after Trinity^ 

which 
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which caufes different Chapters to be rdad^ 
whenever it happens. 

In 1733, fome took the Leffons for the Day, 
others took that, which is appointed for the 
Sunday, that began to be omitted, after the 
Epiphany^ as taking it to be moft proper that a 
Sunday Leflbn, that was feleSted out of the 
fame Prophet, (hould father be made ufe of, . 
than one^ from the T^able of daily Lejfons. 

Near to the Time of Advent was this Book 
of yhiah referved, it being the cleareft Pro- 
phecy of Chrift, and his Coming. 

If there be but twenty-four Sundays after 
trimly, tho' the CoUeft, Epiftle, arid Gofpel 
is read for ^e twenty-fifth, yet the firft Leflbns' 
may be i^fed as they are in Courfe for the 
twenty-fourth, thofe for the twenty-fifth being 
out of the Proverbs, as well as the twenty- 
fourth, and have neither of them any Man- 
ner of Relation to the Advent. 

And after that Jhall hefaid or fung in Eng- 
li(h, the Hymn, called Te Deum laudamus, daily 
throughout the Tear. 

This Hymn is fuppofed to be wrote by St. 
Ambrofe. The Doxology continues to the End 
of the lothVerfe, doth acknowledge thee \ and then 
begins the Confeffion of Faith, T!he Father of 
&c. which Confeffion goes on to the End of 
the 19th, to be our-, and then begins the Sup- 
plication, We therefore pray t6ee. '^Nis^ 



This Hymn being always divided into twen^ 
nine Verfes, when two of them are fung together ^ 
as the twcnty-fecond and twenty-third, with^- 
veral others^ it puts a Stranger to a loishow to 
join in the Performanoe of it 

The thirteenth Verfe in the Scotch Liturgy^ 
runs thus, The Holy Ghoji alfo being the Comr 
farters and fo it is fct by Mr. Gallh^ in his moft 
excellent Service. 

This is not framed for conftant Ufe, nor the 
Benedicite for more particular Occafions; ndther 
in the Evening Service where there are more 
Hymns aj^intcd, is the firft fitted foi daily 
Service, nor the other for more Feftival SeaibnSr 
Vide The Beauty of Holineis, in the Comfmn-' 
Prayer^ Page 54, 56. But they are left at the 
Diicretion of the Minifter, to be varied and ap- 
plied upon any Occafion, and each of them to 
be uied, as he thinks mofi: meet, as the Sen* 
tences are. 

This 7^ Dium is a noble Hymn to the 
holy and undivided Trimty^ a very beautiful 
Enlargement of the Gbria Patri^ and therefore 
has none at the End. of it.

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As often as the Magnificat is read, the f^und 
dimittis generally follows; but it cannot well 
do fo upon the nineteenth Day of February^ 
becaufe it is part of the fecond Leflbn ; fo the 
Deus Mifereatur may follow the Magnificat 
thenj according to the Order, that follows the 
Nunc dimittis. 

Or elfe this Tfaltn^ except it be on the twelfth 
Day of the Month. 

' This may fuggeft a little Care too, to all Chan- 
tors in Choirs, not to put up anyPialm fot 
the Anthem, that has been ufed juft before : 
T!^either fliould the fame Pfelm be fung again^ 
any more than the laft of the Sentences fhould 
be read, when the firft Chapter of the firft 
Epiftle of St. John is the fecond Leflbn. 
' It may not be very unfuitablc to our main 
Defign, if we obferve here the Propriety of 
the refi of thefe Hymns^ and how carefully they 
Were made Choice of, and placed as they art; 
fince by thefe Intermixtures, both Minifter and 
People are fo chearfuUy reliev'd by them. 

The BenediSfus very appofitely follows the 
ffcOiid Leflbn, as it is a Thankfgiving for thofe 
Bleiflings of the Gofpel State, which are fo 
largely fet forth in the Writings of the New 
^efiament. 

Zacharias, being under the Impulfe of the 
iioly Ghoft, upon the Occafiori of the Birth 
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of his Son, whom at his Circumcifion he had 
named John^ after his Hearing and Voice 
were reftored to him, uttered thi^.prophetick 
Declaration of his Office, as he was to be a 
Preacher of Repentance^ and the Fore-ranner 
of Chrift, the End of whpfe Coming was, that 
we fliould \^javedfrom our Enemies^ and from 
the* Hands of all that hate us-, that we might 
ferve him without fear y in Holinefs and Righteouf 
nefs before him all the Days of our Life. 

Or this Pfalmy Jubilate Deo. 

Tho* this Pfelm has its monthly Courfe, and 
the BenediSius read but thrice a Year, be- 
fides the Gofpel, yet is the latter fo much fel- 
domer ufed, than the former, that when it 
is, mojl of the Congregation are at a Lofs how to 
go on.

Djanielw2i% found praying towards yerufa^

thy Name^ then hear thou their Prayer ^ i Kings 
viii. 

Notwithftanding that this has been always 
efleemed a very decent Way of our exprefling 
our Belief of a God, to turn to the Eaft\ that 
Quarter of the Heavens, where he is fiippofed;

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to have his peculiar Rcfidencc of Glbry ; and 
towards which there has been always a Regard 
paid ; yet we fhall now and then meet with a 
crop-ear'd, fnivelling, puling Creature or two, that 
value themfelves, upon being fought in their 
Obedience to Cuftom j and fo ftifF-necked and 
conceited, as not to comply with the reft of 
the Congregation, in tbisy nor in the bowing at 
the Name of our Lord and Saviour; tho' it 
was religioufly ordained by our firft Reformers, 
that whenever the Name of Jefiis fhall be pro- 
nounced, due Reverence (hall be made, as here- 
tofore has been accuftomed. 

This wzs firft eftablifhed by the Queen's In- 
junftions, 1559, and was afterwards incorpo- 
rated into the Canons of the Year 1603.

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In Town fomc of the Readers ejpecialfy 
would have other-guife Ulagc from Jucb^ than 
ever they can be iuppofed to meet with from 
your common Servants^ who have frequendy 
wriggled themfelves into Jucb Incomes^ as mojl 
cf the Clergy there can never come up to halj 
the Value of. 

There need not fo much have been iaid here, 
but that moft of thefe fort of Gentry loo^ 
upon themfelves to be of that Importance^ thro' 
the whole Service^ tho' through their peculiar 
Sufficiency^ they may perhaps have only learnt 
how to blunder on, and to fancy that it be- 
longs to them^ to be ftill louder than ordinary 
info doing', that it has caufed the People to ima- 
gine with them, that the more they take upon 
themfelves to fay, there is fill the lefs for them 
to do. 

Then (hall follow three CoUefts; the firft 
for the Day, which fliall be the fame that 
is appointed at the Communion 5 the fccond 
for Peace; the third for Grace to live well. 
And the laft CoUedls fhall never alter but daily 
be faid at Morning Prayer thoughout all the 
Year, as followeth ; all kneeling. 

It may be no improper Place to fee here, 
what is noted in the Order how the reft of 
the Holy Scripture is appointed to be read : 

3 That 
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That the CoIIetft, Epiftle and Gofpcl appointed 
for the Sunday^ fhall ferve all the Week after, 
where it is not in this Book otherwife ordered. 

As it is appointed again after the Gofpel for 
the Circumcifion of Chrift : The fame Col- 
led:, Epiftle and Goipel fhall ferve for every Day 
after unto the Epiphany^ i. e. the fame Epiftle 
and Goipel fliall ferve, wherever there is a Com- 
munion, upon any Week Day: As at St Marfs 
they do, ni^onjbme Week Day preceding tbejirft 
Day of every ^erm^ or as they would, when- 
ever there (hall happen to be one, when any 
new-married Perfons fliall receive the Holy 
Communion, upon any fuch Day. 
. The fecond Colled at Evening Prayer, is 
likewife a fine Prayer for Peace, wherein we 
defire and pray for that Peace, which the World 
cannot give. 

My Peace I give unto you ; not as tbeVfovldL

And in the fecond Sunday after Epiphany,

The fourth is for Refcae frona Temptation, or 
for Power to refift Temptation, The 
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The Church has fetafidc ik^o fcxkt Advent 

Sundays, a§ a Sokrtm Time of Preparation, for 
the great Feaft of the Nativity; and they arc 
fo called becaufe they are to prepare us for s 
religious Commemwation of ^ Adwnt or 
Coming of Chrift in the Fleih. 

Which High Day is next celebrated, with 
ibmc other Feafts attending it Then comes 
on the Circumcifion ; then the Manifeftation to 
the Gentiles^ commonly called the Epiphany, 
(which is celebrated as a High Day too, the 
Royal Family going with the ujhal State, to the 
Chapel Royal, to hear Divine Service j and his 
Majefty, according to ancient Qiftom, mak- 
ing his OfFermg at the Hi^ Altar, of Gold, 
Frankincenfe and Myrrh;) then his Dodrine and 
Miracles, his Paffion, his Burial, his Refurrec- 
tion, his Afcenfion, his fending of the Holy 
Ghofti For all which unfpeakable Goodnefe, 
we do afterwarjls moft pertinently give Praife 
and Glory to the Holy and undivided Trinity. 

Thefe Colleifts are all taken out of Gregory*^ 
Sacramentaryi and a further Account of them 
may be feen in NicboUs's Commentary, at the 
End of the Colledls, Epiflles, and Gofpels. 

The Feafts of the Apoftles were taken from 
the Office of Sarum, of which St. Andrew is 
the firfl in Order, in Memory and Imitation of 
Ithe Saints, becauie he was the firfl Difciple, 
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whom Chrift called to follow him, and which 
his Collet^ tells us, he did without Delay. For 
-a further Account too, pf thefe. Vide Nel/bris 
Companion, &c. 

At the Beginning of each Colled:, there is 
fomc great Attrihute of God mentioned, as the 
encouraging Ground of our Prayers to him; and 
"we end them all, not in the new-fajhioned Way^ of 
putting up our Petitions to the 7'hrone of Qrace, 
but with the Merits and Mediation of Chriji^ 
as the &nly Perjon, that can obtain for us what 
^e pray for. Whatfoever ye Jhall alk the Pa^ 
tber in my Nanie^ He will give it you. Hitherto 
ye have ajked nothing in my Name^ i. e. you have 
not addrefled yourfelves to Gkxi, thro' my Medi- 
ation : Jjk and ye Jhall receive^ that your Joy 
may be full*, that is, hitherto when you have re- 
quefted any Thing, it has either been by your 
immediate Addrefles to God, or elfe you have 
deiired me to pray in your behalf ^ but you have 
not yet addrefled yourfelves to, God through my 
Mediation; from hence forward make ufe of 
this Method in your Prayers; beg every Thing 
for the Sake of Jefus Chrift your Lord, and 
God will always be ready to grant what you 
pray for. 

Note, That the Coiled appointed for every 
Sunday, or for any Holiday that has a Vigil 

or 
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or £ve, (hall be faid at the Evening Service next 

before. 

Thefe were called FigiJsy from fome of the 
iirft Chriftians paffing the preceding Night (up- 
on account of the Perfecution of their Enemies) 
in Prayer and Fafting, as fure Inftruments of 
Religion, to prepare their Minds for the due 
Obfervation of the enfuing Solemnity. Mo/es 
received the Law from God with Fafting, 
Deut. ix. 9. When Chrift entered into the great 
Office of his Mediatorftiip, it was with Faft- 
ing, Mat. iv. 2. 

Thofe that have none, are placed between 
Chrijimas and Candlemas^ or between Eqfter 
and Wbitfuntide ; which were always efteem'd 
Seafons of Joy. St. Michael and St. Luke are 
excepted from the reft then about; but the 
latter was once a celebrated Holiday in our 
Church; and upon the former, we celebrate 
thofe minijiring Spirits, that were created in 
full Pofleflion of Blifs. 

' There are particular Diredlions as to the 
Reading of fome CoUedls. 

The Colle<a for the firft Sunday in Advent 
is to be repeated every Day till Chrijimas Eve, 
The CoUedt of the Nativity follows St. Stephen's, 
St. Johns, the Innocents, and fliall be faid con- 
tinually till New Tear's Eve. Before the laft 
Review, it was tp be £ud till New Tear's Day s 
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bot now cheColka: for th^t taies filace at the 
Eve, thd it has no Vigil.

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Whfeh there are more than twenty^nve Surir^ 
fdays after Trinity^ fome have taken the Services 
next in Cquv/c^ that had been omkted after the 
Efyipkany that Year. Others have chofe the 
laft, becaufe where there is an overplus of Sun- 
Jays after Trinity, there are more (hat happen 
after J^pipbany, the n^xt; fo that if any of the 
Services for the early Sundays after the Epiphany 
.are taken in, tofupply thofe that are v^^anting 
after Trinity, xhtjdme come in to be ufed again 
in a little Time. As in 1733, v^hen there were 
twenty-feven Sundayi after Trinity^ and but 
two Sundays after the Epiphany, fome took the 
third and fourth Sundays after the Epiphany, to 
iupply the two that were then wanting after 
Trinity: So that in 1734, there being then four 
Sundays after the Epiphany, the Colleds, Epiftks 
landGofpols for the third and fourth, came pretty 
foon to be ufed again: Whereas by makim 
Choice of the ' lajl, this is not only prevented, 
but the Service appointed for the laji Sunday 
after Epiphany, is ^vaox^fuitahle Preparation^ 
for the Seafon that is approaching : As the Col- 
led: is, for Conformity to the X>e^gn of our Sa-^ 
viour's Manifejlation, and to \h^ great Epiphany 
df him, at the End of the World. 

O God^ 'wheje hlejjed Son was manif^ed^ 
that he might deftroy the Works of the Devil^ — 
grant that ive may purify ourfelves, even as he 

H \^ 
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is pure, that ^ben he Jhall appear again with 
Power and great Ghry — 

The Gofpel likewife refpedts the fecohd Ad- 
vent. And then Jhall appear the Son of Man 
in Heaven, and then Jhall all the T*ribes of the 
Earth mourn ; and they Jhall Jee the Son of Man 
coming in the Clouds of Heaven with Power and 
great Glory. 

In 1738, there will be twenty-fix Sundays 
after Trinity, and three Sundays after the Epi^ 
phany. If the fourth fhould then be taken in, 
to fupply that which will be wanting, there 
being fix Sundays after the Epiphany in 1739, 
the fourth that was then taken in will come to 
be ufed fo much Jooner, than the fixth, which 
for the Reafon jdft above given, was added at 
thelaft Review^ 

Septuagefma, Sexagefima, and ^inquagefma 
Sundays, are fo called, becaufe the laft is 
about fifty Days before Eafier, the other about 
fixtyi and the other about feventy. 

The Reafon why Genefis is begun upon the 
firft of them, feems to be, to (hew us the Dan- 
ger of Sin, by Adam's eating the forbidden 
Fruit, and to fit us for the Time of Abftlnence 
and Fafliing, which are the moft likely Means 
to prevent our being hardened thro' the Deceit-- 
fulnefsofxt. 

The 
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T\it firft Day of henty commonly call?4 
AJb^wednefday . 

The Reafon why Lent (which fignifies the 
Spring) begins upon this Day, is becaufe the 
Room of the Sundays is fupplied by it, thofe 
being never made fading Days. 

The Goipel for the fourth Sunday in Lent^ 
h the fame with that of the Sunday before Ad-- 
yent\ only that begins at ver. 5. of St. John 
vi. and this at the firjl. And Jefus went up 
into a Mountain^and there he fat with hUDifciples. 
^nd the Paffhver^ a Feaji of the Jews, was nigh. 

The firft Leffon is the moving Account of 
jfofeph^s entertaining his Brethren : and the Got- 
pel being our Saviour's miraculoyjly feeding five 
Thouiand, might (fome have thought) give Rife 
to what is called Mothering J ov Midlenting. It 
was the Qiftom formerly for People to vifit 
their Mpthcr Church, on Midlent Sunday. 

The Sunday next before Eafier is called by St. 
Ambrofe^ Authentica j its Obfervation being al- 
lowed to be fupported by good Authority : By 
others the Feaft of Palms^ the Sunday of Par-- 
don J the Sunday of the Competents^ whoie Heads 
were then wafhed, that were Candidates for 
Baptifm, on the Saturday in the Paffion or 
great Week, the whole being fet apart for more 
than ordinary Prayer and Failing : And on 
that Day the Church of Cuftom performed 
H 2 her 
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her Baptifms, becaufe it is a Figure of the 
Death and Refurreftion of our Lord. 

The T%urfday, in this Week, is called Maun- 
day "Thurfday, from the Mandate or Command- 
ment our Saviour gave his Difciples, to comme- 
morate his laft Supper, when he commanded 
them to love one another, after he had waftied 
their Feet, in token of the Love he bore to 
them; as v^e find it recorded in the fecond 
Leflbn at Morning Prayer. 

The Almoner to the King performs the Cc-^ 
remony upon this Day, of waftiing the Feet 
of a certain Number of Perfons, and dlftributes 
Charity to fevcral Objedls of it. 

It is faid that feveral Gentlemen have each a . 
Bafket of preferv'd Fruit and Sweet-Meats s 
That feveral others have three Yards of Cloth 
for a Coat, three Ells of Linen for a Shirt, a 
pair of Shoes, and Stockings; a Quantity of 
Bread and Fifli in large Wooden flatters, a 
Quart Bottle of Wine, two red Leathern Purfes, 
with as many Silver Groats, Three-pences, 
Two-pences, and Pence, as the King is Years 
Old; and as many Shillings, as the Years of 
his Reign. This Cuftom is thought to have 
been brought in by King Edward III, 

At the End of this Week, comes on a very 

high Feftival, in Memory of our Saviour's Rct 

furredion, called Eajier, Some are of^- Opinion 

3 Ihat 
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that it was fo called from the Word Ofier, which 
fignifics to rife. 

The Church begins her Office of Praifc and 
Thankfgiving, with a Hymn of encouraging 
her Members to call one upon another to keep 
the Fcaft. 

At Morning Prayer, inftead of the Pfalm, 
O come let us^ kc. thefe Anthems fhall be lung 
or faid. The Words ^^g* ov /aid every where 
fignify the fame, as Minifier and 'People. 

The Wordy^;?^, relates to a Hymn in Parts ; 
as in Choir Service, one fide finging one Verfe 
;and the other another : And the Word Jaid re- 
lates only to the Parochial. 

Tho' this Hymn is not printed alternately, 
yet it is pointed as the Pfalms are. It is to be 
divided then between Minifier and People, there 
being the fame Variety defigned here, as in the 
Pfalms. 

Chrift our Paffover is facrificed for us : 
therefore let us keep the Feafi. 

Anfwer. Not with the old Leaven, nor with 
the Leaven of Malice and Wickednefs : But with 
the unleavened Bread of Sincerity and Truth. 

Chrifi being raifed from the Dead dieth m 
more : Death hath no more Dominion over him. 

Anfwer. For in that he died, he died unto 
Sin once : But in that he liveth, he liveth unto 
God, 
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htkewife reckon ye alfo yourjehes to ^e de^d 
indeed unto Sin: But alive unto God through 
Jefus Chrijl our Lord, 

Anfw€r. Cbrijl is rifen from the Dead: And 
become thefirfi Fruits of them that Jlept. 

For f nee by Man came Death : By Man came 
aljb the ReJurreSlion of the Dead. 

Anfwer. For as in Adam all die : Evenfi in 
Chrijl jhall all be made alive. ^ 
Glory be to^ &c. 
Anfwer. As it was, &c^ 
To the facred Feftivals of Eajler and fFhih 
Jiintide^ are eminently join'd two Holidays, 
which are added and devote4 for, and to more 
^an ordinary Rejoicings, 

It wa§ a Cuftom of the Antients to repeat 
fome Part of this Solemnity upon Low Sunday^ 
which was fo called, becaufe of a lower Degree, 
This Cuftom of repeating might be the OccaT 
fion of the Repetition Sermons upon that Day 
at St. Marf%. The firft that is repeated, is 
preached at Chrt/l-Church, by the Dean, or his 
Subftitute; the fecond at St. Peters in the Eaji, 
on EaJlef'Day in the Afternoon, there being 
no Univerjfity Sermon in the Morning, every 
College having one in their particular Chapels. 

The others are upon the two Holidays at St. 
MarfSy unleis either of them ftiould happen to 
fall upon the Feaft of St. Mark ; and then it is 
taken care of and preached at St. Mary Magda- 



len College ; Otherwife thofe Perfbns as well as 
the Repeater are appointed by the Vice-Chan- 
cellon 

This Low Sunday was likewife called Domi^ 
nica in Albis^ i. e. the Sunday of putting off 
the Chrifomes that had been put upon the Chil- 
dren on Eajier Eve, when they were baptized. 
This Cbrifome was a white Vefture or Garment, 
which was then put on, as a Token of Inno- 
cency, and took its Name from the Ointment, 
with which the Children were anointed, when 
it was put on. If the Children lived, the 
Women offered it up, when they were churched, 
to be produced as £ W(?/7^^x againft them, if they 
fhould afterwards violate and deny that Faitb^ 
which they had then profeiTed. But if the 
Children died, they were then wrapped in it in 
the Nature of a Shrowd. And from this, the 
Word Cbrijomehzd its Rife in the Weekly Bills 
of Mortality j and by the Ingenuity of thofe 
that made the Report, it was put for Children 
that die before they are baptized, and fo are 
not capable of Chriftian Burial. 

There having been different Obfervances of 
the Feafl of St. Matthias every fourth Year, 
let us examine a little what has been faid upon 
it, without any more Ceremony. 

The 
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The Year thalt we go by, coftfiftiag df three 
Hundred fixty five Days, and about fix Hbui^ 
thefe laft Hours were referved and put together 
every foarth Year, in order to make vip what 
is called the intercalary Day^ and a8 this Day 
was inferred at the latter End of Bebruarj^ 
upcrn the Account of its retrograde Calcalfltim 
from d^ fijtdi of the Calends of Mard>, and 
reckoned twice then, it was theiefem called, 
Biffextik. The Word Leap might be added tb 
ft, from the Ruhrick ill Qdeen EUt^abeflf^ Qm- 
mon-Pfayer Book. When the Tear df our Lord 
(i. e. when the Number of Years from die Krdi 
of Chriji) may be divided into four even Pafts^ 
then the Sunday Letter leapeth. We have k 
again from the great Bible in the Order, How the 
reji of the Holy Scripture (befides the Ffakef) 
is appointed to be read.^^When the Tears \>f our 
Lord may be divided into four even,Parts^ ^hith 
is every fourth Tear, then the Sunday Letter 
:les!peth. 

Archbifliop Bancroft Was ant of die Re- 
viewers, that fettled the Celebration 6i this 
Fedft upon the twenty-fourth for ever. As he 
excelled in this Kind o^ Knowledge, he vn^ 
principally concerned, in i^evifmg this Kalendar. 
He was appointed one of the SupcrviTors of the 
Prefs, when the Ad of Uniformity pafs^d. 

What- 
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Whatever Provifion, Order, or Alteration Was 
then made, as well as whatever elfe is in our 
Common-'Prayer^ lays a pofitive Obligation upon 
all that have engaged themfelves to regard it, 
to as to execute whatever is directed j as every 
Thing there is allowed and confirmed by Par^ 
liament and Convocation. 

However, for all this Rule was thus eftablifh'd, 
yet were there not wanting fome, who out of 
Inconfideration or Contempt, obferved this Day 
in the Leap Tear ftill upon the twenty-fifth; 
which confufed and. unwarrantable Pradlice 
caufed the Archbiftiop to publi(h his Injunc- 
tion or Order, requiring all Parfons, Vicars and 
Curates to take Notice, that the Feaft of St 
Matthias is to be celebrated (not upon the 25th 
of February^ as the common Almanacks boldly 
and erroneoufly fet it, but) upon the 24th of 
February for ever, whether it be Leap Tear 
or not; as the Kalendar in the Liturgy^ con- 
firmed by the Adt of Uniformity, appoints and 
injoins.

*'^ What Force this Order might have had 
" (had it been legally grolinded) during the 
** Government of that Archbifliop, I {hall not 
** difpute; fays the Author of a Commentary

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*f it can have little now, efpeclally if we con- 
** fider ^at it is an Order contrary to the Law 
** of the Land, to the Canons of the Church, 
^^ and the immemorial Praftice thereof; to all 
*^ the Rules of Ecclefiaftical Chronology, and 
** even to the very Kalendar of the Liturgy 
*' which it vouches in its Behalf." 

After fuch a round Paragraph, upon the 
Archbifliop's Order, the Dodtor could do no 
lefs than examine a little the Trath of this 
Aflertionj for if this fails, lays he agam, 
our Archiepifcopal Order muft fall to the 
Ground. 

We have thought it advilable to refer to the 
Examination itfelf, that every one may judge 
wherein the Ajfertion fails^ and how the Order 
falls to the Ground. What we are to obferve here 
is, that the Vigil or Eve is placed againft 23 
of the firft Column: — That Si. Matthias Apoft. 

and M. ftands againft 24 : That the Title 

of the Month is, February hath 28 Days: 
That 29 in the firft Column, is to be under- 

ftood only of Leap Tear : That there are 

two firft Leffons from Deut. againft it, and 
Mat. vii. and Rom. xii. againft them, to be read 
in the Bijfextile according to the Order, How the 
Reft of the Holy Scripture is appointed to ht 
read. 

Some 
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Some have thought that thefe .fefcond Leflbns 
were feledled, upon their being liyfull of (hort 
Sentences of Advice, fo ufeful for Li^ 

And to know what Leflbn (hall be read every 
t)ay^ look for the Day of the Month in the 
Kalendar following; (The Title of the Kalends 
in general before January is. The Kalendar •, 
with the Table of Leflbns :) And there ye (hall 
find the Chapters that (hall be read for the 
LefTons both at Morning and Evening Prayer, ^. 

except only the moveable Feafts, which are not 
in the Kakndar \ and the immoveable (as this) 
where there is a Blank left in the Column of 
Leflbns: The proper LeflTons for all which 
Da}rs, are to be found in the Table of proper 
Leflbns. 

In, Concerning the Service <^ the Church, 
we learn too, that forafmueh as nothing can 
be fo plainly fet forth, but EXoubts may arife, 
in the Uie and Pradlice of the (ame ; to appeale 
all fuch Diverfity (if any arife) and, for the 
Refolution of all Doubts,, concerning the Man- 
ner how to underftand, do, and execute the 
Things contained in this Book ; the Parties that 
fo doubt, or diverfly take any Thing, (hall 
alway reibrt to the Bifhop of the Diocefe, who 
by his Diferetion (hall take Order for the quiet- 
ing and appeafing of the fame; fo that the 
feme Order be not contrary to any Thing con-- 
, I 2 taincd 
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tained in this' Book. And if the Bifhop of 
the Diocefe be in doubt, then he may fend for 
the Refolution thereof to the Archbifliop. 

It may from hence be pretty fairly furmifed, 
that it is the Duty of the Clergy however, to 
conform to the Celebration of this Feaft upon 
the 24th, as it is prefcribed by Authority, and 
as the faid Authority injoins him to fubfcribe in 
the following Form to the Ad: of Uniformity, 
under no lefs a Penalty, if he does not do it, 
than Deprivation, ipJbfaSlo. I do here declare 
my unfeigned Affent and Conjent, to all and every 
Tubing, contained and prefcribed in, and by the 
Book, intitled, ^he Book of Common-Prayer : 
And as he likewife makes this publick Declara- 
tion, in the Church, of his future Behaviour, 
in tliefe Words : / do declare that I will conform 
to the Liturgy of the Church of England, as it 
is no%v by Law eftablifded. 

Rogation Sunday, or the fifth Sunday after 
Eajler, bears its Name as being the Head of a 
Seafon fet apart for more than ordinary Prayers 
and Supplications unto God. Wc are told, that 
the Calamities of a particular Church begun the 
Ufage, but that the Piety of the univerfa\ 
thought fit to continue it, as well to deprecate 
the like Calamities, as alfo to implore more in-- 
Jlantly ih^ fpiritual Prejence of Chrifi with his 
Churchy at the fame time when wc contemplate 

his 



his bodily Abfence, by reafon of his Afcen- 
fion. Suitable to this Purpofe, the Go/pel JeleSled 
for it treats of the Nature and Efficacy of Prayer. 
Our Saviour being now about to leave his Dit- 
ciples, he recommends Prayer to be to them 
as it wrere the Equivalent of himfelf; to fup- 
ply them w^ith all the Confolations of his own 
Prefence ; and fo to fill up their Joy, that they 
fhould want none, tho' he were away. Verily^ 
verily, I Jay unto you, whatjoever ye Jloall ajk 
the Father in my Name, he will give it you. 
Hitherto have ye ajked nothing in my Name : 
Afk, and ye pall receive, that your Joy may be 
fully i. e. Hitherto, when ye have requefted 
any Thing, it has been by your immediate 
Addrafles to God; or elfe, you have defired me 
to pray in your Behalf; but you have not yet 
addrefled yourfelves to God through my Me- 
diation : From hence forward, make ufe of this 
Method in your Prayers ; beg every Thing for 
the Sake of Jefus Chriji your Lord-, and God 
will be always ready to grant, what you pray for y 
efpecially, fo far forth, as relates to your com- 
pleating your eternal Happinefs. 

At that Day, yejhall aJk the Father in my 
Name, 

Afcenfion 
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AJcenJion Day. 

The three Rogation Days^ i. e. Days of Sup- 
plication, which fo judicioufly precede this Day, 
and Wbitfunday^ are to be obfervcd, not only 
to prepare our Minds for the Cekbration of 
them, but alfo to befeech Almighty God, that 
the Fruits of the Earth might be blefiibc^ that 
now cover it. 

The Reading of a Gofpel, in the Parifti Pro- 
ceflions or Perambulations at feveral Places by 
the Minifter, is to admonifh the People to give 
Thanks for their Increafe. 

Thus in the 19th of Qujcen Elizabeths 
Injunctions : " Provided, that the Curate in 
** their faid common Perambulations, ufed 
** heretofore, in the Days of Rogations, 
•^ at certain convenient Places, {hall adnao- 
*' ni(h the People, to give Thanks to Go4 
•* in the Beholding of God's Benefits, for the 
" Increafe and Abundance of his Fruits, upoa 
^' the Face of tl» Earth. At which Time 
" alfo he fliall inculcate thefe, or fuch like 
"' Sentences, Curfed is he^ which tranjlateth the 
^^ Bounds and Dolls of his Neighbour: And 
*' with the faying of the ciii. PJalm^ which is 
*' full of great Devotion, and abounds witb 
^[ Variety of curious poetical Images : Or the 

** next. 
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" next, which begins, as the kft began and 
** ended ; and is a nobk Dcfcription of God's 
** Majefty, Power, Wifdom and Goodnefe. 

" Tho' all Proceffions are now aboliftied, 
** yet the Circuits of Pariflies, which ftill re- 
tain the Name of Proceffioniog, are ufefuUy 
continued ; and moft of them obferved upon 
this Day, to prevent Incroachments, and to 
*' preferve the Rights of the Extent of them, 
^* by keeping up the Marks of their Bounds. 

" The Church has provided four Homilies 
" to be ufed in this Week. The Homily for 
^* this Day exhorts, 

" That the View of the Bounds of the 
** fevCTal Eftates and Parifhes, (hould put Men 
" in Mind of their Neighbours Properties, and 
" give them an Abhorrence againfl: invading 
" them. 

" That th^ fliould not vindicate their Right 
** againft every little and unwilfiil Encroach- 
*^ ment, to the Breach of Chriftian Charity. 

" That they ought carefiilly to take Notice 
" of Boundaries, that they may hinder vexa- 
" tious Suits, and vindicate the Right of the 
*' Owner. 

" That they (hould take Notice of, and 
" hinder the Mifchiefs, which arife from bad 
'' Ways. 

■ . " That 
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« That when the Fruits of the Earth are 
" gathered in, they fliould be kind to the 
" Poor, in handfome Largefles, and fuficr^them 
" to glean the fcattered Corn." 

Whitfunday^ or the Feaft of Pentecoji. 

The Solemnity of the Chriftian Pentecoft^ is 
kept in Honour of the Golpel, as the Jewijb 
was out of regard to the Law. It was cele- 
brated by them, fifty Days after the Paflbver, 
purfuant to God's Command, Lev. xxiii. 

It is likewife called, the Day of firji Fruits^ 
for on this Day they offered them in the Tem- 
ple. It is moreover termed, the Day of the Har- 
veji'y for that they began then about to cut 
their Corn. 

This Day, amongft us, is that of the Dcr 
fcent of the Holy Ghoft upon the Apoftles. xi 
was called Whttfunday^ partly becaufe of the 
DifFufions of Light, that were then fhed upon 
them ; partly for the white Garments that were 
put upon thofe that were not baptized before, 
but were now mitiated into the Church; and 
partly, becaufe our Anceftors upon this. Day 
gave the Milk, i.e. the White of their Kine to 
the Poor. 

T^rinity Suftday is the Od:ave of Whitfunday^ 

celebrated by the Church for the Myftery of 

2 the 
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the Bfeffed Trinity, one God, in three . dijiin^^ 
Perform ^ the Father, Son, and Holy Ghojl, ill 
Oppofitibn to the Arians, and fiich Ukc Here- 
ticks, who blafphemed the fame. 
.. It is a, facred Injund:ion of the Founder of 
Corpus-Chrijli College upon his Society, who al- 
ways celebrate this Day upon the Thurfday in 
^rinit^WdQk] to make Confcffipn of the Holy 
^nd undivided Trinity, by repeating this Sunday 
Colledt twice every Day, throughout the Tear. 

After the aforefaid Colledts, as well at Morn- 
ing as Evening Prayer, in Choirs or Places 
where they fing, 

Herefolhweth the Anthem. 

Altho' the Time for finging is fixed here\ 
yet in , moft Places where they Jing, is the. 
Pfalm fung at Evening .Service, after thtfecond 
Lejfon, for all there is a Hymn appointed then.. 

I'hen thefe Jive Prayers following are to be 
read here, exiept when the Litany is read-, and 
then only the two laft are to be read, as they are 
there placed. 

Herefolljowetb the Litany, or general Suppli^ 
"cation, to he fung brfaid after Morning Prayer; 
iipon Sundays, Wednefdays and Fridays, and at 
other times, nhhen it Jhall be commanded by the 
Ordinary. 

If we take Notice of thefe Diredtions^ and 
of one or two more upon fome other Occafions,

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we fliali plainly perceive by them^ anct by the 
Lord's Prayer being fo often ordered, with fuch 
Provifions befides for the Royal Family, that 
the Litany and Communion Service were made 
two diftindt ones, and that all the three Services 
were defigned to be performed at three different 
Times, 

At Winchejier College, one of the Fellows 
reads the Communion Service by itfelf, upon all 
Holidays, at Eleven of the Clock, before theii' 
Sermons. 

Prayers and Thankigiving upon feveral Oc- 
cafions, to be ufed before the two final 
Prayers of the Litany ; or of Morning or Even- 
ing Prayer. 

CoUedls to be faid after the Offertory ^ when 
there is no Communion^ every fuch Day, one 
or more; and the fame may be faid alfo as often 
as Occafion (hall ferve, after the CoUedts, either 
of Morning or Evening Prayer, Communion of 
Litany^ by the Difcretion of the Minifter. 

In the old Books, before the Commination. 

After Morning Prayer, the People being 
called together by the Ringing of a Bell, and 
aflembled in the Church, the Englijh Litany 
fhall be faid, after the accujiomed Manner, 

It is ^id, that at Worcejier Cathedral, the 
Litany is made a diftinfl: Service there ftill, 

M 
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At Merton College their great Bell rings out 
<pvery Friday Morning between Ten and Eleven 
of the Clock for half an Hour; after which 
they have the Litany by itfelf, upon account 
of their Founder's being drowned (as they fay) 
about that Time, and upon that Day of the 
Week, in the River Medway^ as he was going 
to Rochejler^ there being tlien no Bridge there. 

At Chrift'Church they have a little Bell that 
rings upon Wednefdays and Fridays as foon as the 
^e Deum is over, to give Notice to thofe that 
had beeji at early Prayers, to come and join 
with them in the Litany. 

And fo was it not long ago at Maudlin 
College ; but now thofe who had been at early 
Prayers come very properly at the very Begin* 
ning of the Choir Service. , ; 

It begins the Service with tlie Organ at St. 
Marfs every Term. It is performed every 
Saturday Morniiig there too, for the determin- 
ing Bachelors during the whole Lent. 

It is ufed every Year in the fame Place too 
upon Scbolajiica the Virgin, Sifter to St. Bene- 
diSlj and the firft that feledled the Nuns into 
Companies and prefcribed them Rules. 

The Quarrel that occajioned it to be ufed 
upon this Dayy (viz. Feb. the loth) was be- 
twixt fValter Springhouje, Roger Cbejierfield^ and 
other Scholarsj John Beresford^ Richard For'^ 
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rejier, Robert Lardiner, John Croydon^ Viiitncr, 
jind other Townfincn, about their Meafure; 
As foon as the Litany is over, the Mayor, Alder- 
men, Bailiffs and Burgeffes, to the Nuniber of ' 
the flain {viz. fixty three) make each of them 
an Offering of a Silver Penny, to the two Proc- 
tors at the High Altar; 

It likevsrife begins the Service at St. Bride% 
on Wednefday in Eajier Week, before the Ho- 
ipital Sermon. 

Thc/ame Words being applied in thefe Prayers 
or Supplications, for Jome Space^ to feveral im- 
portant Matters, caufes it to be a more vehe- 
ment yferventy earnejl Form of Supplication, than 
any other in the whole Book. Its being ftop'd 
by Comma's and Semicolons i and all the Sup- 
plications filled up and compleated by the Peo- 
ple; the Minifter keeps up his Voice thro' 
the whole Service. Since it has been judged 
mofl convenient fqr thefe ieveral Services to be 
now performed all at once, there feems to 
be the more Occafion for the Intervention of 
Pfalmody, not only by Way of a tranfitionary 
Relief, but as it adds too to the Glory and 
Worfhip of the Almighty, when the Congre- , 
Ration fo often unite in fetting forth his Praifcs 
in fo delightfom and full a Manner. 

In Choir Service, whilfl the Chaplains are 
|;oing down to the Litany Defk, in mofl Places 
V ' they 
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they have a (hort Voluntary\ it has been there- 
fore looked upon as fomewhat Angular, to fee, 
in one of our greatefi Churches of j//, two Per- 
Ibns going down there, as foon as the Creed is 
every in order only to perform Part of this Ser- 
vice : Whereas if they had but this Interven- 
tion of a Voluntary y it would not only make 
it feem to be a more diftindl Service, and 
afford the Congregation a little Refpite, but 
the officiating Ferfon might himfklf too mojl 
properly fjmjh the Service there. 

It may be noted further here, that in one 
great Church or Chapel Lay-men are feen to 
go down and perfprm this Service. The Inde- 
cency of which Cuftom is very particularly 
taken Notice of by the Reverend Dr. Bennett 
in his Paraphrafe with Annotations upon the 
Common-Prayery Page 94. 1. 13. 

** 1 think myfelf oblig'd to take Notice of 
1^" a moft fcandalous Practice, which prevails 
^^ in many fuch Congregations, as ought to 
" be fit Precedents for the whole Kingdom 
*^ to follo^y. It is this, that Lay-men, and 
** very often young Boys of eighteen or nine-* 
^\ teen Years of Age, are not only permitted, 
** but obliged, publickly to perform this Of- 
^* fice, which is onei of the moft folemn Parts 
V of pur divine Service, even tho' many Priefts 
^' and Deacpn^ are at the fame Time prefcnt. 

" Thofe 
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•* Thofe Perfons upon whom it muft be 
** charg'd, and in whofe Power it is to vc&ify 
*^ it, cannot but know, that this Pradlice is 
** illegal, as well as abominable in itfelf, and 
" a flat Contradidion to all primitive Order. 
*' And one would think, when the Nation 
" fwarms with fuch, as ridicule, oppofe and 
*^ deny the Piftindtion of Clergy and Laity; 
" thol^ who poflefs fomc of the largeft and 
•* moft honourable Preferments in the Church, 
^* fliould be a(ham*d to betray her into the 
** Hands of her profefs'd Enemies, and to put 
Arguments into their Mouths, and declare 
by their Actions, that they think any Lay- 
man whatfoever ^s tmly authorized to mU 
** nifter in Holy Things, as thofe who are 
•^ regularly ordained. 

" Befides, with what Face can thofe Per^ 
^* fons blame the Diffenting Teachers, for of- 
*' ficiating without Efpifcopal Ordination, when 
•* they themfelves do not only allow of but 
^* require the lame Thing ? *' 

Prayers and liankj^ivings uponfeveral Occa-* 
JionSy &c. 

Thefe occafional Prayers and Thankfgivings 
arc only to be made ufe of when we are gene- 
rally diftre{s*d upon Emergencies, not, as fome 
have defir'd, when they thought them requiiite,^ 
but when there is a grievous Nece^iy. 

It 
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tt was not long ago, fince fome of the PecKi 
J)le, in a certain Parifti, defir'd the Prayer for 
Rain^ to fill their Parifti Pond, when all their 
Neighbours round about them wanted fair 
Weather. 

In the Ember^weeks^ to be faid every Day, for 
thofe that are to be admitted into Holy Orders. 

The Prayers here may have been appointed, 
from our Saviour Chrift'slnftitution, Mat. he. 

We there find him mov'd with CompaJJion 
on the Multitude^ becaufe they fainted^ and were 
fcatter'd abroad as Sheep having no Shepherd. 

TTjen faith be unto his Difciples^ The Harveji 
truly is plenteous ^ but the Labourers are few. 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the HarveJl^ that 
be will fend forth Labourers into bis Harveji. 

This was donejuft before he proceeded, in 
the Beginning of the next Chapter, to the Or- 
dination of the Twelve. And when he had 
called unto him, his twelve DifcipleSy he gave 
them Power^ and fent them forthy and command-^ 
ed them^ fayi^g> &c. 

The firft Prayer is thought to be moft pro- 
perly ufed, on the Monday and f> on, as it is, 
for the Ordainers and Ordained ; to guide the 
Minds of the Biftiops and their aflifting Paftors, 
that they may with Wifdom and Fidelity, make 
Choice of Perfons, well qualified by their Learn- 
ing and Piety, to be admitted into the Offices 
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bf the Miniftry. The other is ufed toward the 
latter End of the Week^ to befeeeh Gkxi to afford 
the Grace of his Holy Spirit to all thofe who 
have been made Choice of, and who are to be 
admitted to the Office of a Prieft, or the Ad- 
miniftration of a Deacon. 

Ember-Days^ i. e. fet Times, Days returning 
every Wednefday:^ Friday^ and Saturday^ after 
the firfl Sunday in Lent\ the ikme after Wbti^ 
Junday\ the fame after Sept. 14. and the lame 
after Dec. 13. every Seafon of the Year, in 
a certain Courfe of Abftinence and Fafting. 

Faul and Barnabas were feparated to their 
high and difficult Charge by Prayer and Fafting:

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then impowered to do Bufixieis, as upon Ad- 
journments they are. 

A Colled or Prayer/^ all Conditions ofMen^ 
to be ufed at fuch ^imes^ when the Litany is 
not appointed to be /aid. This Prayer was made 
at the laft Review too, and fuppofed to be 
drawn up by Bifhop Gunning. 

A Prayer that may be fdid after any of the 
former. 

This Prayer is placed wrong, and was fb 
placed by the Ignorance or Carelefnefs of the 
Printers at the Review juft after the Reftoration. 
Jt ftands in the feal'd Books, which by the Aft 
of Uniformity, are ordered to be kept in aU 
Cathedral or Collegiate Churches \ in tlie reipec- 
tive Courts of Wejlminjier^ and in the Tower of 
London^ before the Prayer for the Parliament; 
^nd notwithftanding the Coaimiflioners made 
them print a new Leaf, yet it has continued 
here ever fince : And here it is likelier now to 
il^d than ever; fmce thefc Preffes are under 
no Manner of Reiervie, either for CorreSinefs or 
Price. 

The New Moons, the fame with the Prime, 
or Golden Number, which fell in each Year of 
the Cycle, are not fet down now, according to 
the Day of each Month, in any of the large 
Common-prayer^. Neither are the Calends^ 
Nones and Ides put down in the fourth Column, 
L ^Visiv 
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which was the Method of Computation ufecj 
by the old Romans and primitive Chriftians, in-. 
Head of the Days of the Month, and ftill v&r 
fill to fuch who read either Efclefiaftical or 
Profane Hiftory. 

In the Office of Baptifm^ at the End of 
one of the Colled:?^ there is a whole Word left 
out. 

For the fourth Sunday after Eajier^ after tlje 
CoUedt it is thus ; i St. James i. 17. 

In the fixty-eighth Pfalm^ ver, 4. there 15 
yea inftead qf Jah, for Jehovah; but 
that Miftake muft be own'd to be of longer 
Date. 

In the third Verfe of the Hundred and 
tenth Pfalm^ there feems to be another Miftake. 
In the Day of thy Power Jh all the People offer thee 
free-will Offerings with an HolyWorJhip: "He 
Dew of thy Birth is of the Womb of the Morn-, 
ing. 

" For at that Time, when thy Power Ihall 
'* difplay itfelf, and the Apoftolical Forces,, 
*' ready for their Miffiqn, {hall march out to

" That in the Day of the Meffiah's Power

" yield themfelves as a free-will Offering unto 
^' him 3 and yet their Number be as- great as 
*' the Drops of the Dew which diflil in the

By thefc Comments fhould not the lattef 
l?art of the Verfe rather run thus? ^e Birth 
of thy Womby is as the Dew of the Morning.

And if the Archb\fliop and the Bifllop ot

An Oxford one 
Was formerly very valuable, and might no 
doubt be fo again, if the Delegates of the Prefsf 
would but refume their Power of appbinting 
CorredorSof it.

A Prayer of St. Chryfoftom. 
This Prayer, as it is put up by the Minif- 
ter for the People, is ufually read with a 
different, /. e. a lower Voice than the reft : 
As is the Addrefs, or the humble Accefs to the 
Holy Communion. — fFe do not prefutnty &c. 

T^e Order for the Adminijlration of the Lord's 
Supper, or Holy Communion. 

As we have already feen, that the Morning 
and Evening Services, were agreeable tb Divine 
Canons in the Delivery of God's own Law; 
fo has our Church ordered every Lord^'s-Day, 
to be celebrated with more Services, from the 
jUme Law, than any of thofe ordinary Diays. 

And on the Sabbath Day, two Lambs of the 
firft Tear without Spot, and two tenth Deales of 
Flour for a Meat-Offering, mingled with Oil^ 
4ind the Drink-Offering thereof 
. In Choirs this Service is performed at the 
Communion Table after the playing of a Vo^ 
luntary, or the finging of the Trifagium, i. e. the 
Holyy Holy, Hofyy Lord God of Bojls ! Heaven 
end Earth are full of thy Glory^ — Gkry be to 
thee, O Lordmojl High. 

In 
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in l^arifli Chtirche^ it is faid at tlid Commu- 
nion Table too, wlierc it can conveniently be 
there faid, after the Singidg of a Pfllrti. 

So many as inteftd to be Partakers of the Holy 
Xhrnmunion^ Jhall Jignify their Names to the 
Curate at kaft fome Time the Day before. 

If this Was any ways executed, the Minifter 
Would not only know how to place upon the 
Table fo much Bread and Wine as he (hould 
think fufficient, but it would likewife prevfent 
fome open atid ilotorious evil LiVers from com- 
municating, before the Congregation were fatis- 
fied of theif Repeiitaface : As it itiight alfo the 
Coming of Ibiiie Perfons^ froni othet Churches* 
There was riot long ago in Hants^ z Quack

The Author of A Rational Illuftration of the

The Banns of Matrimony are not to be de- 
nied now, but the right Time is, when the 
Perfons are marrying. 

It looks very likely, that whatever is ordered 
bere^ was defigned to be done ofify upon Sun^ 
days. 

The Obligation for the reading a whok Brief 
cannot well be fuppofed. The Congregation 
rauft needs be excited to a much higher De- 
gree of Charity, than ordinary, to have thofc 
Paragraphs read to them, that reipe<3: fakers, 
or feparate Congregations, or by hearing a Par- 
cel of Jufticcs and Commiffioners Names, that 
are perhaps dead or elfe removed! The Sum 
with the particular Circumftances of any Brief, 
is as much as can be, fairly, required 

^;jd nothing Jhall be proclaimed or publijhed 
in the Church, during the Time of divine Service, 
but what is prefcribed in the Rules of this Book, 
or enjoined by the Kingy or by the Ordinary of 
the Place. 

The Ufe that fome would -make of this is, 
that the King or Bifliop of the Diocefe may 
add or alter. No ; the Word enjoined, only re- 
fpedts Proclamations, or cAhsrJiich Notices j as 
the Alteration of the Names of the King, Qupen, 
or Royal Progeny; and hath no Relation to 
the Service; it being unlawful to make any 
other Alter ation^ but by; the whole Convocati- 
on 
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on and Parliament, as it is ordered in the Aft 
of Uniformity. 

fjthen Jhall the Prieji return to the Lord's 
^abky and begin the Offertory, faying one or 
more of thefe Sentences following^ as he thinks 
eth moji convenient in his Dijcretion^ i. e. when 
there is no Communion, he may think it con- 
venient to fay the firft, fecond, third, fourth 
or eleventh, of thefe Sentences. 

When there is a Communion^ whil/i as many 
of thefe Sentences are reading as will fuffice for 
the Alms and Oblations to be colleiled^ the Dea- 
conSy Church'Wardens or other fit Perfons ap-- 
pointed for that Purpofe^ Jhall receive the Alms 
for the Poor and other Devotions of the People. 

OtherDevotions of the People ^ being mentioned 
after Alms for the Poor^ and Alms or Oblations 
in the following Prayer; and the Sentences 
from the fixth to the ninth refpeding only the 
Maintenance of Minifters, and which are 
therefore omitted in all Chapels and Collegiate 
Churches, it (hould feem that there was a Col- 
ledtion defigned for the Ufe of the Minifter, 
efpecially where the ftated Incomes are not a 
competent Maintenance.

And when there is a Commumon^ the Prieft 
Jhall then place upon the Table, Jo much Bread 
and Wine a$ he Jhall think fu£icient. The Order 
for their being covered is, after aU have com- 
municated. 

At the "Time of tbf Celebration of the Com- 
munion, the Ccmmunicanti being conveniently 
plac'd for receiving of the Holy Sacrament^ the 
Priefi Jhall fay this Exhortation. 

Whilft this Exhortation is reading, in moft 
V\2Lii^^y\hQFeopk continue kneeling, notwithftand- 
ing that they have a particular Inftru<ation^ to 
do, at the End oi what follows it. — Andtnake 
your humbk Confejion to Almighty God^ meekly 
kneeling upon your Knees. • 

Then Jhall the Priefi^ kneeing down ^ the 

Lord's Table, and addrejjing hinfelf {/ffer Silence

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When the Priefi Jiatiding before the "Table ha% 
Jo ordered the Bread and Wine^ that he tnay with 
the more Readinefs and Decency break tbe Bread 
before the People^ and taking the Cup into his 
Handsy be JhaU fay tbe Prayer of Conjecration^ 
asfolhwetb. 

The Word fay^ is the fame with jlanding^ 
iifllefs it is otherwife eypi'eflly ordered : As in 
the Office of Baptifm ; Then Jhall the Prieft 
fay^ Let us pray : After the two ColkSls^ then 
fliall the People fiand up — fo that he flood. 
After the Child is received into the Church, 
Then Jhall be faid^ — all kneeling — after which -. 
Then Jhall the Priejl fay. — But then it comes af- 
terwards. Then all fianding up ; fo that Priejl 
and People kneel^ for all the Word,y^7y. 

In the Old Common-Prayer Book printed at 
the Reftoration, it is thus. Then the Prieft 
ftanding up Jhall fay. Standing is a more pro- 
per Pofture, as wdl as a more commodious 
one, than Kneeling, at the Confecration of the 
Elements; the Confecration of them being 
always eftecmcd an Adt of Authority. 

* Here the Priejl is to take the Paten into 
his Hands ; ^ And here to breiik the Breads ""And 
here to lay iis Hand upon all the Breads i. e. 
He ihall take the Paten into his Left-hand, and 
tibea Iweak the Bri^4 there 5 and then only lay 

his 
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his Hand upon the Bread, in any other Paten. 
,The Jame he is to do by the Cufi^ holding it 
in his Left-hand, and not fetting it down, till 
the End of the Prayer. 

T'henjfjall the Minijier firfi receive the Com- . 
munion in both Kinds himfelf^ and then proceed 
to deliver the fame to the Bijhops^ Priejis and 
Deacons^ in like Manner ^ i. e. that they may 
help the chief Minifier. Such communicate 
within the Rails. 

Tljen pall the Priefl fay the Lord's Prayer^ 
the People repeating after him (inftead of with 
him) -every Petition. After floall be faid as 
followeth. 

Tho'the Prayer of Oblation, by the firft 
Book of Edwatd VL was placed after the 
Prayer of Confecration, and not as it is now 
after the Participation j yet for the moft Part 
does it take Place of the other, notwithftand- 
ing that the laft, as a Sacrifice of Praife and 
Thankfgiving, is more full of Acknowledg- 
ments, for the Benefits juft receiv'd, and there- 
fore more proper to be oftner ufed than tho 
other. 

T^henfhall be faid or fang — 

It is highly noble, that all the devout Ccmh- 
ihunicants fhould after fo fpiritual a Feaft pour 
out their Souls in joint Praifes to God, and 

with 
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with the Minijier unite their Voices in this di- 
vine Hymn of, Ghry be to God on higb, &c. 
• Then the Prieji^ after a ColleSl or two {or 
Bijhopy if he be prefent) Jhall let them depart nvith 
this BleJJing. 

The firft of thefe Colle(9:s, is to help our 
Infirmities, and to diredt ourWays towards ever- 
lafting Salvation: The Second is for the Pro- 
teftion and Prefervation of our Souls and Bodies: 
The next is a Supplication for bringing forth 
the Fmit of a good Life : The fourth is for God's 
preventing Grace : The fifth, for the Forgivenefs 
of our Infirmities and Imperfections : And the 
laft, for God's Acceptance of our Prayers. 

And the fame may befaid alfo^ as often as Oc^ 
cafon fball Jerue. 

As it is therefore left to the Difcretion of 
the Minifter to read fome of thefe CoUecfts af- 
ter Morning or Evening Prayer, it is highly 
fitting, that one or two of them, that were not 
ufed in the Morning, (hould be read upon a 
Sunday Evenings efpecially, if there be no 
Sermon. 

And note, That every Paripioner Jhall com^ 
municate at the leaji three Times in the Tear^ of 
which Eafter to be one. 

There are fome that look upon this no fiir- 
ther, than that they are not required to com- 
municate oftner; and becaufe of the Nearnefs 
I oC 
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of fVbitJidntide tc Eajler^ and Eqfier being al- 
ways one of them, they do not, ironx that 
Time, communicate any more, till about tlie 
Fcaft of St. Michael. 

The Church ordering every Pariffiionet to 
communicate at leajl three Times in the Year, 
is far from requiring them not to communicate 
oftner-y and wherever the SacFament k not 
celebrated upon Whttjundeyy there the P^rifl) 
do not enough confider, that they ihoold never 
feil of having one upon that Higb^Day ; and 
that it is very proper too, that they (hould not 
be without one, when all the Fruks^ of the 
Earth have been gathered in. 

And yearly at Eafter every Farijkitmer Jhall 
reckon with the Farfon^ Vicar or Curate, and 
pay all Ecclejiajiical Duties. What theft, accuf. 
tom*d Dues are, is Matter of Difpute. 

Biftiop StiUingfieet fuppofes them ta be a 
Compofition fw perfonal Tithes: But Bidbop 
Gihjhtis Opinion is, that they weue partly a 
Compofition for the Holy Loaf, which the 
Holy Communicants were to bring and d^v. 

After the Divine Service ended, the Money 
given at the Offertory p^all he difpojed of to-juch 
pious and charitable Vfes, as the Minifies and 
Church-wardens pali think jit ; wber^in^ if they 
difagree, it JJjali be dijpofed of as^ tie Ordinifry 
Jhall appoint. 

The 
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The Scofch Liturgy lays, that 

l^at which was offered Jhall be divided in the 
Prefence of the Prejbyter and Church-wardens^ 
whereof one Part fo all he to the UJe of the Prej- 
byter^ to provide him Books of Holy Divinity, 
the other Jhall be faithfully kept and employ d 
on fome pious and cha,ritable Ufes^for the decent 
Furnifliing of the Church, or the publick Relief 
of tihe Poor. 

Notwithftanding the Word pious^ as well 
as charitable^ yet the common Way is now, 
for the Minifter and Church-wardens to dii- 
pofe pf the Charity-Money to any poor Perfons, 
thpt aye not.entred uppn their Parifh Books. 

There are yet Hill fome Places where it is 
otherways d\(^(^di of. 

It is laid, that fome Colleges in Cambridge^ 
give their Communion-*Money to their jCha- 
rity Schools, befidcs Subfcriptions. 

That at Nantwychy there are forty Boys, 
taught, who are made to wear blue Caps, that, 
their i^ehaviour may be more remarkable j and 
that the Minifter has alfo fet up another School, 
for thirty Girls, and fupports it by the Offertory. 

^t Beconsfeld we referve the greateft Part of 
the Alms every Communion, not only in Order 
to put out fuch Children to School, as, very 
likely, but for that, wpuld never havp beqn 
there j but to make it likewife a Jure and 

N CCK-- 
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confiant Fund for the Support and Comfort of 
alljuch^ ^.^ffmll at any T'ime be found to be un- 
der any Manner of Diflrefs. 

And tho' fome of the antient People were 
outragioufly concern'd for fome Time, to be 
fo arbitrarily deprived of Part of their Income ; 
yet as foon as they began to feel^ that their 
Friends and Relations were by this Means very 
feafonably as well as very extraordinarily reliev- 
ed ; and that the fame AJjiflance njoou'ld as cer^ 
tainly reach them^ whenever they {hould have the 
fame Occafion for tt\ why then, indeed^ they 
began too to be pretty well fatisfied, that the 
Alteration had been made for the good oi 
them all. 

T^he Minijlraticn of publick Baptifm of In- 
fants. 

Baptifm is to be adminiftred upon Sundays 
and other Holidays^ when the moft Number 
of People come together, as well that the Con- 
gregation there prefent may teftify the receiving 
of them that be newly baptized into the Num- 
ber of Chrift's Church j as alfb becaufe in the 
Baptifm of Infants, every Man prefent may be 
put in Remembrance of his own Profeflion 
made to God in his Baptifm. Neverthelefs 
(if Neceflity fo require) Children may be bap* 
tized upon any other Day. 

In 
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In the very early Times of Chi ilT:ianity, whilft 
the Faithful were under a State of Perfecution, 
there was no fettled Place of Adminiftring the 
Rite of Baptifm. It was then performed in 
Rivers, Springs and Fountains, which occa- 
fioned that which contains the Water to be 
called a Font. It is commonly placed by the 
Door, or Entrance into the Church, to fignify 
that by that we are admitted into the Congre- 
gation of Chrift's Flock, 

And Note, That there Jhall be for every Mak 
Child to be baptized^ two God-fathers and one 
God-mother; and for every Female^ one Godfather 
and two God-mothers. 

By the Canon 29. no Parent is admitted to 
anfwer as God-father for his own Child. Pa- 
rents of Children are already engaged under 
fuch ftria Bonds by Nature and Religion to 
take Care of their Childrens E4ucation, that 
the Church does not think that fhe can lay 
them under greater. 

It very often happens, that Children are bap- 
tized at home, by fome lawful Minifter that 
can be procured ; the Minifter therefore always 
ajksy Whether the Child has been already bapti- 
zed^ or no? 

, If they anfwer, No^ Hhen Jloall the Prieji 
prtkeed^-^-- 

N 2 Tben 
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^benJJoall the Priejl fay. Let us pray. Tho* 
the People kneel down here, yet the Priejl con- 
tinues Jlanding. 

"Thenjloall the People ftand up, and the Prieft 
(hall fay. 

Before the two very fame Prayers, in the 
Office of Baptifin for thofe of riper Years, we 
read— And here all the Congregation ^^/// kneel. 

And thenjl:all the People ftand op — 

Tho' there is no Direction for the People to 
kneel any more, till Priejl and People do fo, af- 
ter the Child is grafted into the Body of Chrijl*% 
Church ; yet how often is it feen, that they all 
kneel at the Tlankjgiving after the Exhortation^ 
in which they were defigned to exprcfs the 
Elevation of their Souls, in their lifting them 
up unto the Lord ? 

The late Reverend Author of the Paraphrafe 
with Annotations on the Common Prayer, Page 
203. intreats his Brethren, to make a fmaD 
Paufe, at the End of the Anfwers, that the 
Congregation may have fufficient Time, to 
kneel down and direSl their Minds to Gody and 
be ready to join in the following excellent Prayers^ 
thd one of them is a confecratory one. 

When the Minifter has taken the Child into his 
Hands, if it is a Boy, he fays to the Godfathers; 
if a Girl, to the Godmothers, Name this Child, i 

There 
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There are fome that fprinkle Water upon the 
Child, at the Name of each Perfon of the ever 
blefled Trinity, the mort fully to exprefe that 
j&cred Myftery. 

The MiniJiratiGft of private Baptifm of Chil- 
dren in Houfes. 

Ihe Curates of every Parijhjhall often admo-- 
nijh the People^ that they defer not the Baptifm of 
their Children longer^ than the firft or fecx)nd 
Sunday next after their Birth^ or other Holiday 
falling between J unlefs upon a great and reafon^ 
able Caupy to be approved by the Curate. For 
this we have the Practice of Zacharias^ arid 
others — And it came to pafs that on the eighth 
Day they came to circumcife the Child^ Si. Luke 
Chap. i. 

The Miniftrations of private Bapltifm are not 
complied with without gredt Gaufe and Necefjity^ 
but when Need Jhall compel them to have it fo 
done, Lei the Minijler of the Parijh^ or in his 
Jbfence any other lawful Miniftery with theni thai 
are prefenty call upon Gody and fay the Lordi 
Prayer y and fo many tf the ColleBs (the Confe- 
cratory Prayer for dedicating the Water ta this 
facramental Ufe (hould be always one) appointed 
to befiid before y in the F6fm of publick Baptifmy 
as the Time andprefent Exigence willfuffer.

Water once blefs'd in fo folemn a Manner, and 
ufed to fo lacred a Purpofe, (hould be taken 
care of by the Minifter, bow it is di^Jedof. — 

If the Child do afterwards live^ it is expeHmt 
that it be brought into the Churchy to the Intent 
that if the Minijier of the fame Parifh did htm- 
Jelf baptize that Child, the Congregation maj 
be certified, that he did fo — In which Cafe 
be fays, as he would do, if the Child was 
baptized by any other Minifter, / certify you 
that in this Caje all is well done, &c. I certify 
you that according to the due and prefcribai 
Order of the Church, at fuch a Time, and at 
fuch a Place, before divers Witncfles, I baptized 
this Child; who being born in original Sin, 
and in the Wrath of God, is now by the La-- 
ver of Regeneration in Baptijin received into the 
Number of the Children of God; and Jo on to 
the End of the Office. 

After the Minifter has read the brief Ex- 
hortation upon the Words of the Gofpel, the 
People are apt to kneel down at the Lord's 
Prayer; but neither Prieft or People are to da 
fo, till they are to give Thanks unto Almighty 
God for thefe Benefits, and with one Accord 
make their Prayers unto him, that the Child 
may lead the reft of his Life according to this 
Beginning. 

After 
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After which yielding of Thanks and Prayers 
to God, — all Jtanding up^ The Minifter 
ihall, &c. 

As there is no Addition printed here to the 
Exhortation, it is eafy to turn to it in publick 
Baptifm. 

Tt)e Mtnijiration of Baptifniy to fuch as are 
of riper Tears, and able to anjwer for them" 
felves — This Office was thought to be com- 
pofed by Dr.George Griffith, Bifhop of St. Afapb. 
" In 1662. in a Convocation of the Clergy then 
" held, he concurred efie<Stually, in drawing up 
" the A6t of Uniformity, and making certain 
** Alterations in the Common Prayer then fet 
^* ovX.'' Athena Oxonienfes, Vol. n. Page 271. 

This is an Office, that is fo feldom ufed, 
that whenever it is, more than ordinary Care 
is commonly taken about it. The Perlbns are 
before-hand examined, whether they be fuffi- 
ciendy inftrudted, in the Principles of the 
Chriftian Religion, and able to anfwer for 
themfelves, when they take this grc^t Charge 
upon them. , .:; / 

All Sureties are equally oblig'd to be thus 
qualified, who take upon themfelves the Traft 
of anfwering for others ^ as thefe are required^ 
to be, when they come to anfwer for them- 
felves. 

The 
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The Gofpel is the Difcqurfe our Saviour had 
with NicodemuSy touching tjve Neccffity of Bap- 
tifin, and which is followed by an acJiDiraWe 
Exhortation of the fame Nature, taken out 
of feveral Parts of Scripture. 

It would be very ufeful^ for all PerJbnSy to 
read this Miniftration carefully over, before they 
come to be confirm'd. 

^Catechism, that is to fay y an In/iruC' 
tion to be learned of every Perjon^ before he be 
brought to be confirnidby the Bijhop. 

Since Children, in their Baptifm, by their 
fpiritual Parents, engage to renounce the Dqvil, 
and all his Works, to believe in <5od and to 
ferve him, it is fit that they be taught fo fbon as 
they are able to learn, what a folemn Vow, 
Promife and Profeflion they have made. 

Accordingly, after the Offices appointed for 
Baptifm, follows this Catechifniy which is an 
Inflrudtion firfl taught and inflil'd into a Per- 
fon, and then repeated upon Examination, 
which Sort of Examination we frequendy 
meet with in Holy Writ. 

Are ye able^ fays our Saviour to James zxA 
Johny Mat. xx. to drink of the Cup that I fball 
drink of and to he baptized loith the Baptifm 
that\ am baptized with^ 

^ey fay unto him^ We are able^ \. e. we. can 
with Courage undergo Afilidion and Perfecu- 
tion. 2 And 
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And in St. John, we find him queftioning 
Marthcy much after the iame Manner — Be- 
iieveji thou thisy or, 60^ thou believe this? She 
faith unto him^ Tea, Lord, I believe that thou 
art the Chrijl^ the Son of God ^ which Jhould come 
into the World. 

And in the A£is of the Apoftks, If thou 
believejl, &ys Philip to the Eunuch, with aU 
thine Heart, thou mayji be baptized. 

And he anfwered and [aid, I believe that Jefis 
Chriji is the Son of God, i. t. I believe the Pro* 
phecies of the Mejfiab to be fulfilled in Chrift, 
and con&quently that he i$ the Scm of Cod. 

There are (ovat Miliifters who chooib to t%^ 
amine the Youth ient to them, out of the Pulpit ; 
for tho' the Time ind Labour wbkh is ^m 
about Preaching, is much more profitably be^ 
ilowed in catecbijing} ytt the aldult Part of 
the Congregation, efpecially the more ssealous 
and precije Part of it, who cannot but own 
that they receive the greateft Benefit from k, 
are found not to attend fb conflantly, wheli 
this Duty is perform'd only from the Readirtg- 
Pew. 

7}>e Curate of every Parijhjhall diligently upon 
Sundays ^;?^/Holidays, after the Jecond Lejfon, at 
Evening Prayer, openly injiru^ and examine fo 
many Children of his Parijh feat unto him, as he 
pall think comjement. 
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This Order does not oblige Miniftcrs to ca- 
techife every Sunday or Holiday ; but only as 
often as need requires, according to the Num- 
ber of Children yi?;^/. InParifhes where the In- 
habitants are very numerous, they may cate- 
chife often 5 other wife the Time of Le;if may be 
fufficient, in Imitation of the primitive Church, 
which had their folemn Catechiiings during 
that Seafon. 

There are feveral Houfes in the Country, 
befide Hamlets, that are a great Diftance 
from the Church. If Children were to be ca- 
techifed every Sunday, and the Catechifm ex- 
plained to them as required, thofe that live fo 
remote from the Church, could not fpare Time, 
efpecially in the Winter, from their daily J3u- 
finefs; but would eafily be induced to excufe 
themfelves from attending at fo long a Service. 

This Duty is performed in the Midft of di- 
vine Service, that the Prefence of Mafters and 
Parents might be an Encouragement to their 
Servants and Children, to a diligent Pcrfbmiancc 
of their Duty therein. 

ne Order of Confirmation, or laying on of 
Hands upon thofe that are baptized^ and come 
to Tears of DiJcretio?t. 

This folemn Rite is called Confirmation^ front 
the happy EfFeds it has in the ftrengthning and 
eftablifhing us in our mofl holy Faith 5 which 
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Faith we are to be able to give an Account 
of, before we are admitted to this Solemnity. 
All Sureties therefore ftiould take care that the 
Perfbns they are engaged for, fhould be inftruc- 
ted in the Nature of their baptifinal Coyenant, 
in order to be releafed from the Securities they 
had given. 

" This Confirmation is a Divine and Apoftoli- 
• ' cal Inftitution; it is a Man's owning that Debt 
" in Perlbn which pafled upon him in Bap-r 
" tifm by Reprefentation, and his ratifying the 
'' Promifes of his Sureties, by his perfonal Ac-. 
" knowledgment of the Obligation, 

" It is alfo expreflly inftituted for the CoUa- 
** tion of thofe peculiar Affiftances and Gifts 
" of the Spirit, by the Impofition of Epifcopal 
" Hands, which the Kubrick reprefents, as re- 
" quifite, to bear him thro' his Chriftian Courfe 
" and Conflift, with Comfort and Succefs ; for 
" till a Perfon be confirmed, he cannot regu-» 
" larly and ordinarily partake of that high 
" and Soul-fupporting Ordinance, the Sacra- 
*' ment of the Lord's Supper. If the high 
*' Importance of the Ordinance itfelf, and the 
*^ vaft Number of the Perfons whom it ought 
" tQ pafs upon, be duly pondered, it will be 
" found next (at leaft) to a Neceffity (if at 
" all fhort of it) that there fhould be Epifco- 
" pal Vifitations more than once in three Years,

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'' if it were only for the Sake of C6nfirMatim\ 
« cfpccially fince the Judges of the Land 
" think it not too much for them to go two

*' And fome are apt to think, that no lefi

*' For certainly, the Importance of the for- 

" mer, with thofe who think Mens Souk 

" ought to be regarded, in the firft Place, is

*' leart, many wife and good Men of the 

** Clergy, as well as others (who hope they 

'* may lawfully wifli what they pretend not 

** to prefcribe) have thought the Prppo&l not

It is but too true, that there are, as this 

Reverend Dodtor fays, too few Confirmations ; 
and when there are any, they are at fuch few 
Places, that Minifters, Parents, and Spon- 
fors are willing to lay hold of the Opportunity, 
of fending j/?/^/& Children, andyS many^ that the 
Refponjes are not audibly made^ there being very 
little Regularity. And tho' it is faid. Upon the 
Day appointed^ all that are to he then confirmed. 
being placed and ftandin^ in order Ijefore tlw 
3 ~^ ' 
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Piftu)p-^ there \$ very little eliib, but Noiji and 
^orifujion. 

At the Refbnation, the Huirici at the En4 
of this Order, ended thus, jfml there jball wm 
ffe admitted to the Holy Commumon, until Juck 
Hime^ as he can fay the Catechlfm^ and be twh 
^jirmed. But npw it ran$ much more conveni- 
ent, And there jhall mm be admitted to the 
Holy Conunumcn)^ until jttfh Time as he bf 
fonfirmed^ or be rpady and defirous tp be ctnh 
firmed. 

Use Form of Solemnization of Matrimony. 

Firfl the Banns of all that are to be married 
together^ muft be fublifhed in the Church three 
Jeveral Sundays or Holidays. If the J^tirfin^ 
live in different Parijhes^ whether they have m^ 
legal Settlement or not^ they are to be e^fked in boti 
Parijhesy where they then refide : As^ M. N. of 
— - and O. P, of^' 

By the Canon Law, every Traveller is a 
Parishioner the Time that he ftays in the Pariihs 
only he is not liable to be kept by it» when 
he fells into Poverty. 

There was a certain Perfbn, who defired Xf\ 
be afkcd, where he had a l^al Settlement^ tho' 
he had taken a Houie and Uved in another 
Pari(h for a confiderable Time. But tl»t Mir 
liii^er fatlsfied him ^t hifl, that be was intirelf 
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ilfldcr the Care of the Minifter where he then 
dwelt. 

The Banns are for the moft Part forbidden, 
before the third Time of Afking: But wc have 
already obferv'd, that they are not to be 
denied, till the Perfons arc marrying. 

Their being afked, gives Notice to any Per- 
fon, that if he kn^ws any Caufe^ he is to declare 
ity i. e. he is to fpeak to the Minifter, out of 
divine Service, and let him know that he has 
a Reafon to alledge, when the Perfons come to 
be married. 

jit the Day and T'ime appointed^ the Perfons 
Jhall come into the Body of the Churchy and there 
Jlanding together^ the Man on the Right-^hand 
and the Woman on the Left — Some have 
thought that they are fo placed, becauie the 
Woman was taken out of the Left Side of 
Adam. 

— ^e Priejl Jhall fayy-'-Thtti at the End 
of this prefatory Exhortation, it runs thus: 
Therefore if any Man can Jloaw any jti/l Caufe 
why theje two Perfons may not be lawfully joined 
together y iet him v^ow Jpeak. 

If any Man do then alledge and declare any Im-- 
pediment y why they may not be coupled together in 
Matrimony by God's Law, or the Laws of thi^ 
Realm y and will be bound, andfuficient Sureties 
with him, io the Parties, or elfe put in a Caution 
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{to the full Value of fuch Charges^ as the Ferfon% 
to be married do hereby Jujiain) to prove his Alle^ 
gation ; then the Solemnization muji be deferred. 

The Impedimentis arCj a preceding Marriage j 
Pre-Contrad: s Confanguinity or Affinity; Want 
of the Confent of Parents or Gurdians, if un* 
der Age, (Widows excepted) natural Incapa- 
city of Body, in cither Sex^ wJiereby Matri*- 
mony cannot be compleated, nor the Ends 
thereof attained. 

If no Impediment be alledged^ then jhall the 
Curate fay unto the Man — 

T^hen jhall the Minijier fay^ Whogiveth this 
Woman to be married to this Man? — T^e 
Minijler receiving the Woman at her Father'^ or 
FriendV Hands — The Foundation of this feems 
to be a Care for the Female Sex, who are always 
fuppofed to be under the Tuition of a Father or 
a Guardian s and as it often happens that they 
are left to the Care of a Mother, otfome Female 
Relation^ it has been feen, that they have been 
given away by them. 

And the Prief taking the Ring^ Jhall deliver 
it unto the Man^ to put it upon the fourth Fin-- 
ger of the Woman s Left-hand — In which it 
has been faid, that there is a Vein that comesi 
from the Heart, and which folds itfelf with 
other Veins there. 
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^fben the Man leaving the Ring, iic. lieyjbali 
both kneel down^ and the Minijierjhalljay*^ 

N. B. Neither iti this Solemnization Form^ 
nor in the Order for the Burial of the Deadi 
nor in the Tljankjgiving of Women after Child^ 
birtb^ does the Minifler kneel down at all. 

"Then the Miniver or Clerks going to the Lord's 
^able, Jhalljay orjing this PJalmfolhlfiing.

It is done alternately^ let it be which it will i 
but the laft is the moil proper PJalm to be ufed^ 
whenever the Prayer is omitted^ where the 
Woman is paft Child-bearing. 

// is convenient that the new-married Perjons 
Jhould receive the Holy Communion^ at the Time 
of their Marriage^ or at the firil Opportunity 
after their Marriage. 

It is become of late fo mighty fafhionable 
for Perfons of any Figure not to regard this 
ierious and ujeful Inftmdtion, tho' in a Matter 
of the laji Conjequence, that they chooie rather to 
pay for fuch Licences or Dijpenjdtions^ as will 
marry them, at any Time, or in any Place. 

The Order for the Vifitation of the Sick. 

If the Minifters vifit the Sick without Notice 
given, they may chance to do it at an im^ 
proper Time. Whenever they have Word brought 
them, that the fick Perfon can hefi and moji con^ 
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leniently join in Prayer, then the Minijler com-^ 
ingifito the Jick M^n's Houje^ Jhallfay — 

tiere Jhatl the Jick Man be moved to make a 
fecial ConfeJJion of his Sins, if he feel his Con- 
fcienee troubled with any weighty Matter. So 
that fpecial Confeflion is not required, as necef- 
iary; but they are to be moved to it, when 
they feel their Confciences troubled with any 
weighty Matter. After which Confefjion, the 
Prieft jhall abfohe him (if he humbly and hear-- 
tily defre it) after this Sort — 

The Communion of the Sick. 

^he Curate jhall have timely Notice^ when the . 
Jick Perfon is defrous to receive the Communion 
at Home, fs^fyi^S ^Jfi ^^^ many there are to 
communicate with him {which jJoall be three, or 
two at the leaji) and having, &c. 

But if a Man either by Reafon of Extremity 
of Sicknefs, or for Want of Warning in due 
'Time to the Curate, or for Lack of Company 
to receive with him, or by any other jujl Impe- 
diment, do not receive the Sacrament of Chrift's 
Body and Blood, the Curate (liall inftnidt him. 
That if he do truly repent him of his Sins, and 
jiedfafily believe that Jefus Chriji hathfuffered 
JDe^th upon the Crofsfor him, andjhed his Blood 
for his Redemption, earnejlly remembring the Be^ 
nefits he hath thereby, and giving him hearty 
Thanks therefore, he doth eat and drink the Body 
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and Blood of our Saviour Cbrijl profitably, to 
his Soul's Health, although be do not receive the 
Sacrament with his Mouth. 

In the Time of the Plague^ Sweaty or fuch 
like contagioui Times of Sicknefs or Difeafes^ 
when none of the Parifli or Neighbours can be 
gotten to communicate with the Sick in their 
Houjes^ for fear of the InfeSiion^ upon Jpecid 
Requejlof the Difeafed^ the Miniver may only 
communicate with him. 

If we look into David Lloyd's Memoirs of 
the Lives, ASiions, Sufferings and Deaths of 
thofe Noblcy Reverend, Excellent Perjonages, 
thatfuffered, &c. we (hall find in his Life of 
Dr. Richard Holdfaorth, that the Plague in 
1625, when he firft came to Broad-Jireet, 
could not drive him from his dear Flock, tho' 
anotherMxxxxhn (Herefies and Schifms)in 1640, 
among the Flock itjelf did. 

In his Life of Dr. Henry Hammond, amongft 
the many Inftances of that great Man's Con- 
defcenfion, he gives this. One in the * Voifin- 
age, mortally fick of the Small-Pox, then fatal 
to moft of the Doftor's Complexion, defired the 
Doftor to come to him; he makes no more 
ado, when i&tisfied that the Party was fo fen- 
fible, as to be capable of his Inftrudlions, aflTur- 
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kg thofe that were fearful of him, that he 
fhould be as much in God's Hands, in the 
fick Man's Chamber, as in his own. Page 396. 

In that of Dr. T'homas Morton^ Bifliop of 
Durefm^ he has this Paragraph, Page 437. 

" Anno 1602, began the great Plague at 
" Torky at which Time he carried himfelf with 
" much heroical Charity; for the Poor being 
" removed to the FeJi^Houfe^ he made it his 
" frequent Ufe to vifit them with Food, both 
" for their Bodies and Souls j his chief Errand 
" was to comfort them, pray for them, and 
'* with them; and to make his Coming more 
^' acceptable, he carried with him a Sack of 
^* Provifion ufually, for them that wanted it; 
^' and becaufe he would not have any Body 
' to run any Hazard thereby but himfelf, he 
* feldom fufFered any of his Servants to come 
^ near him, but fadled and unfadled his own 
^ Horfe, and had a private Door made on pur- 
^ pofe into his Houfe and Chamber." 

When a prefent Right Reverend Father of 
3ur Church was Chaplain to the Fadtory at 
Lijbony he had Notice given him, that a Mer- 
rhant's Lady, who was ill of the Small-Pox^ had 
I mighty Defire to receive the Holy Commu- 
lion. As he himfelf never had had them, he 
loped he ftiould be excufed from waiting upon 
ler; but he foon had Word brought him 
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back again, that as he never had had them, (he 
muft even apply herfelf to a Prieft of the Church 
oiRome^ that had. — However, upon calling to 
Mind, that he had declared his unfeigmi Affent 
and Confent to the Ufe of all Things contained 
and prefcribed in the Book of Common Prayer^ 
he looked upon himfelf, upon Jpecial Requeji 
of the Difeajed^ to be under an Obligation of 
going and conununicating with her. 

Thefe are very illuftrious Iriftances, no doubt, 
of a ftedfaft Dependence upon God, and a 
firm Traft in him. Neither caii fuch a religious 
Gallantry and Greatnefs of Soul as theirs, be laid 
to be very far from the Anfwer, that Fompey 
gave, when he was difliiaded from going upon 
zpublick but dangerous Expedition, 

Neceffe efi^ ut eam^ non ut vham. 

It is neceffaryfor me to Jail^ but it is not ne- 
ceffary for me to live. 

The Order for the Burial of the Dead. 

Here is to be notedy "that the enping Office is 
not to be ufed for any that die unbaptizcd, or 
excommunicate, or have laid violent Hands 
upon themfelves. 

After an Excommunication has been read^ 
which is too often done upon Matters of very 
fmall Value, the excommunicated Perfons can 
neither enjoy fpiritual or temporal Privileges, 
till the lame Authority reftores thena again. ^ 
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Some have been heard to fay, that they 
are not for ufing this Office, upon fuch as have 
done Violence to themfelves, tho* a Jury do 
bring them in Non Compos Mentis ^ they prefumc 
them to be too favourable, when they infift 
upon it, that none but a Mad-man would do 
Juch a Thing — that no one in his Senfes would be 
guilty of fuch an ASHon. 

A very ingenious but unfortunate Gentleman^ 
who laid violent Hands upon himfelf not 
long ago, did it with fuch an uncommon Air, 
that he would not have his Friends in the leaft 
fuJpeSi him, that he was, when he {hot himfelf, 
any Ways out of Order. 

If Juries were lefs indifferent in their Inqui- 
ries, and Perfons that make away with them- 
felves, were a little oftener brought in guilty, io 
that their Groods and Chattels Were now and 
then forfeited, and they were oftener laid in 
the High- Way, with a Stake drove through 
their Bodies ; it might in fome Meafure, per* 
haps, be a Means of our not having fo many 
Self-murders, as we have, 

fiut tho' there are fo many that deflroy them-., 
felves, and fo few brought in Compos Mentis^ be 
the Circumflances what they will^ yet no Minifler 
can deny the Performance of this OfHce ; fince, 
as they were brought in as deprived of their 
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Rcafon, they cannot then contrafl: any Guilt, 
the Fadt itfelf not being then allowed to be £o. 

When they come to the Grave, while the 
Corps is made ready to be laid into the Earth, 
the Prieji jhall fay, or, the Prieji and Ckrks 
Jhalljing-^ 

The Perlbns that are employed to get the 
Corps ready to be laid into the Eartli, are not 
to flay before they do it, till the Sentences are 
ended ; but theyjhouldbe making it ready , wbil/i 
they are in readings that the Company may be 
kept there as little a while, as conveniently 
they can. 

No Man was allowed to be buried in a 
Church formerly, unlefs it were known that he 
had fo pleafed God, in his Life-Time, as to 
be worthy of fuch a Burying-Place. 

Dr. Jojepb Hally the pious and learned Bifhop 
of Norwich^ by Will, was buried in Higham 
Church-yard, as not thinking the Church a 
fit Repofitory for the dead Bones of the great- 
eft Saints. 

Dr. Robert Wood was buried in St. Michaets 
Church, Dublin^ notwithftanding that he defired 
to be buried in the Church-yard, where he 
ihould happen to die ; thinking that Churches 
were the lefe wholefom for Corps being buried 
in them. 

The 
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The Reverend and very worthy Dr. Lanceht 
Addifon^ Dean of Litchfield^ and Father to the 
Honourable Jofeph Addiforiy Elq; particularly 
ordered to be buried in the Church-yard. 

A late very worthy Biftiop of London did 
the ^me. 

And formerly, Swithin^ Bifhop of Winchefier^ 
would not be buried within the Church, as 
the Bifhops then generally were, but in the 
Church-yard. 

But now Families get every Day, more and 
more, into the Church, paying the Minifter, 
for breaking up his Free-hold, and the Parifh 
for repairing the Pavement, But the Money 
for that being received immediately^ and the 
Ground not finking infiime Time, this is fre- 
quently negkdled ; fo diat it feems to be the 
moft efFedhial Way^ to prevent the Unevennefi 
of the Church, to oblige them to arch all the 
Graves that are made there. 

The Thankjgiving of Women after Child-birth ^ 
commonly calledy the Churching of Women. 

The Womany at the ufual Time after her Deli^ 
very^ (hall come into the Churchy decently appareU 
ledy and there Jhall kneel down infome convent^ 
ent Place^ as has been accufiomedy or as the 
Ordinary Jhall direSiy and then the Priefi Jhall 
Jay unto her —

Here could be no Limitation of the Time ; 
fome arc able to come fooner than a Month, 
others for Want of Health, are forced to ftaj^ 
longer ; but no Matter how long, rather than this 
Office fliould ever be performed in their Houfes. 

Neither is there any Time mentioned when 
this Office fhall be performed, Bifliop Spar- 
row ^ publifhed by Downes^ iays. Page 232^ 
That it was to be ufed or done, betwixt the 
firft and fecond Service, as he had learnt 
by fome Bifhops Enquiries at their Vifita- 
tions. The Reafon, lays he, perhaps is, be- 
caufe by this Means, it is no Interruption oi 
cither of thofe Offices. 

The Church has made this a diftinc^: Office, 
and, as fuch^ it may be, intended by it, that 
it JJ^uld be performed before the Service begins i 
as it has added here the Doxology to the Lord's 
Prayer; that the Ferfon may have given Tianks, 
before (he partakes of any Part of the publick 
Prayers. 

By thefe Words, — Tou jhall therefore give 
hearty thanks unto God and fay ^ — the Woman 
is to repeat the Pfalm after the Minifter, as 
it is properly applicable to her alone. 

A Commination^ or Denouncing of God's Anger 
and Judgments againji Sinner s^ &c. 

After 
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'After iviofning Prayer, thie Litany ended^ 
according to the accuftomed Manner, the Prieji 
Jhall in the Readifig-Pew^ or Pulpit^ fay-- 

The Gratia Domini is ufed, before the Com^ 
mination begins. 

When the Minifter comes to, Curfed is the 
^an that maketh, &c. the Congregation do no 
more than affirm, that the Wrath of God will 
fall upon fuch, as are guilty of the Crimes 
there mentioned. 

For he that fays, Amen, does not fignify 
bis Dejirey that the Thing may be fo, as he 
does, when he fays Amen to a Prayer; but 
only fignifies his Aflent to what is affirmed, 
as in the Creeds; as has been obferved before. 

Then Jhall they all kniel upon their Knees^ and 
the Priefl' and Clerks kneeling {in the Place 
where they are accu^omed to fay the Litany) Jhalt 
fay this Pfalm. 

This Plalm is not read alternately^ but the 
JPeoplfe join the Minifter and fay it with him; 
as juft after^ they are orderfed to- fay this that 
followeth, aft^r tbi Minijier^ and Hot to fay it 
with him. 

There had nothing been faid upon the Go- 
vernment Forms of Prayer^ had not the fol- 
lowing Direftion caufed a certain Wiltfhire 
Friend to think, that if the Thirtieth of Janu^ 
nry fliould happen to fall upon a Sunday y the 
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Form was to be ufed upon the Sunday^ and the 
Faft kept the next Day following : If thh 
Day Jhall happen to be Sunday^ this Form of 
Grayer pall be ujed^ and the Jpajl kept the next 
Day following. 

That tlic Words, Form and ufed^ Fqfl^mi 
kepty relate to th^ Jame Day, may be ea% 
fcen by the A& of Parliament, which eftabh 
liflies the Obiervation of this Pay, and upori 
"ivhich this Order is grounded.
